{cife hath appointed,and that he is not to be blaſphemed, nor his 
name to be abuſed; butchat he 1s tobe reuerenced, and that ſome 
tineistobeſet apart & coſccrated to his worſhip. Who can race 
theſe laws out of their owne coniciences, though they do what 
they can,& (triuve ncucr ſo much to extinguiith this naturall Iighr f 

So for the ſecond table, what mans nature dooth not tell him 
that there 15 an order of goucrnintt among men, which muſtnor, 
norcannot withoutfin be violated? Ando, heathen & vngodly 
men, hauing committed murther, were not ablcto ſtand before 
the furic of their owne coniciences, but were tn a cotinuall chafe 
and yexation: which thexveth, that cuen corrupt nature bringeth 
with it this knowledge into tie world,that we muſt not kill. And 
for vnclean perions & adulterers, though! in timeof their proſpe- 
ritic they haue ſoothed vpthemſclues, and hardned thetr owne 
hearts byliung in pleaſure, and giuing themſelues to idleneſle, 
and the ls of their fleſh, and ſoſcemed to wipe out this law : 

et in miſeric,, when anic afiQis hath awakened their drowhe 
404 this wou F 4 giue theno reſt,neither durli they abide the face 
ler owne con! ſciences, but were driven to acknowledge the 
filthinefle of their ftns. And ſoin the rclt ofthe commandements,

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Furthermore, all the puniſhments that are at anie time inflics 
ted ypon the wortd,hauecome from the diſobedience ayainſtth's 
Iaw;and all che mercies and benefits chat men inioy,precced from 
the obedience yeelded tort, For when God ſets down his curſes 


and his bleſſings, do tney notrun thus? If chou obſerue and keep Ney,4s. 


theſe Commandements,thenthou ſhalt be bleſſed,in ſoule, in bo- 
dy,in children, in cattell, in fied, in allchingsth ou puticit thine 
hand vato, Contrariwilc, if thou wiitnot obey, but neglectc(} 
them, then ſhalt thoubecutſed in all things, 

Laſty , Chriit hinielfe came into the World to keepe theſe 
lawes, For they require a perfect andabſolute obedience,as the 
are perfect; which ſeeing no man could do,thercfore Chriſt ok 
our fleſhypon him to fulfill them; that as Adam by his diſobedis 
ence hadcait vs outof Paradiſe, io heby his obedience mighe 
bring vs into heauen ! and he came not onely to performe them 
himſclfe fully,butalſo ro make his ſaints able to obey the, though 


not in perfection, and without anie defect,(for that only he him« 


ſelfe can do) yet intruth aud hnceritie: forthat he requireth of all 
his members, 

Since therefore God hath had ſuch; ſpeciall regard indeliuering 
theſe lawes, we muſt hence learne, with all reuerence to hear ken 
vnto them, and willingly to beare the admonitions and rebukes 
that are contained in them: whoſocuer we be,and whotſocuer he 
is that applieth them and ſpeakeththemvnto ys, And tn ſo doing 
we ſhall in truthſhew our clues to belecue, that God isthe au- 
thor of theſe words,if we can be content to endure that theſe pre- 
cepts ihould bepreſled & vrged vpon vs, though by one that is 
our inferior,and baſerin outward reſpects than our ſclues. When 
Ehud, a man of meane note, came to a Heathenith king & barba- 
rous tyrant, bringing a meſſage fromGod, he arole from his 
throne to attendynto it, /ud.z, 20, Yea when wicked Baalam was 
to vtterthe word of God ynto proud king Baa/achke, he was com=» 
manded to ſtand vpto heare the parable, Nam.2 3.1 8.Itthen this 
Heathen King was to gue reverence vnto the meſlage of God al- 
together againſt himſclte, being alſo deliuered by ſo wicked a 
meſſenger : much more ought we with all feare &thankfulnefle 
toimbrace theſe lawes, which the molt holy God deliuered in his 
B 3 owne

owne perſon, and that forthe greateſt goodand faſuat on ofall 
that receiue them. And this affection was in /ob,as he teſtifieth of 
himſelfe in his 3 1,cbap, 3 3,ver. thatthough he was a man of ſuch 
wealth and authoritic, as that he could have made afraida great 
mulcitude, and could haue cruſhed him by his power : yct the 

ooreſt, and moſt contewptible might haue dealt with him; and 
ifrhey had ſcene avic faultinhim(as who hueth fo iuftly, but ſom- 
times thoſe that be about him may ſec infirmitics in him?) & had 


come to tell him that he had broken the lawe of God, he would 


haue been quiet and milde, and o farre from fearing them with 
rough words,as thathimſclte would feare before God, and labor 
togetpardon.He would not chafe with thoſe that brought Gods 
rebukes ynto him, and ſay, What hauc youto do to meddle with 
me2wwho gaueyouauthority to control your berters?burt,contro= 
ling himſc!fe, kept within his owne doores, to humble his ſoulc 
before God, and to ſecke reconciliation with him, 

The like may we ſee in that holy Man Daxia, who, though he 
was a king, annointedat Gods appointment, anda Propher of 
excellent gifts, a valiant iwarriour, andhad fourc hundred men 
well appointed waiting on him: yet when Abigal, a womanand 
meanc in compariſon of him, came alone & brought with her the 
(word of theſpirit, the lawot God, that it was not lawfull for him 
£ocommit murthcr,and roreuenge his owne cauſe, What though 
Nabal had done iniurie? ſhe denieth not but he was (as his name 
fignified)a foole, and the foole had done fooliſh!y;yet ſhe would 
know of Daxid,, whether he might lawfully kill one in his owne 
private revenge contraric tothe law of God. 

Now when Daxid ſceth that ſhe commeth ſo well appointed, 
and bringsſuchſtrong reaſons, & that he could not ruſh on Va- 
$4/: blood, but heſhould ruſh yponthe {word ofGog; helcaueth 
oft, and thankes her forher good counſell . So that when ſhee 
brought the law of God for her warrant,this was ſo good a war- 
rant, as that Dad durſtnot but yeeld vntoit. 

Contrary to this, was the practiſe of Amaziab,that,whcthe moſt 
abſurdly had taken and ſet vp the gods of the Edomits,and God 
ſent the Prophet to tell him that he had dealt fooliſhly, to wor. 
Chip thoſe gods that couldner faue their owne people our of his 
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hands: hee now, could not beare this, but begins to mocke and 
threate. Who, faith he,I pray you, made you ofthe kings counſel]? 
Are vou becomea counſellour now to tell the king what hee 
hath to do? hold your peace , leaſt you be ſmitten, 

The Prophet {ccing him to deſpiſe the rebuke of God, would 
not beſtow ſo much labour,as to giue him any more admonition: 
butyxcll,faith he, I will hold my peaceas you bid me; butknow, 
that thou ſhalt ſurely periſh, becauſe thouhalt done this thing, 
and not larkened to my couinlſell , Though it was fooliſhand 
naughtinhim to do thatthing, yet it he could haue harkened ts 
che Prophet ofGod bringing the law of God,hehad been on the 
meading hand,and all would haue been well:but when he would 
do linfully, and withall refuſe to be admoniſhed, then he muſt 
needs bedeftroyed, And ſo he was ſhortly after, moſt fearctully, 
and trangely,by the hand of God,and neither his kingdome,nor 
his wealth, noraniething could keepe off the iudgment of God, 
and deſtruction fromhira, 

Sothen, will we ſhew that we doin truth belecue, that theſe 
be the words of God? then muſt we, whenanie man ſhall preſle 
anicofthelclawesvnto vs, [treight wates yeeld and ſtoope ynto 
them, & then indeed we conicſle that God ſpake all theſe words. 

3urifwe begin to ſhift, and cloake, and colour, and diſtinguiſh, 
then we declare cuidently, that our heart is not perſwaded that 
Godis the author of them, 

Secondly, wemay learne,not to be affraid oraſhamed to ſtand 
for them,as alſo to practiſe them in our Jives,though the Atheiſts 
and prophane ſinners of the world , mocke and ſ{cotte at ysneuer 
ſo much for the ſame. For what need we be aſhamed to maintaine 
thoſe words, which Godhimſclfe was not aſhamed in his owne 


perſon to ſpeake ? and whereof Chriſt ſaith, He that is aſhamed of Marke,8,z8, 


9, and my words, beforc menin this world, I will be a/hamcd of 
him before my Father inthe world to come, If God had but ſent 
his Angels vnto vs with anie Commandement, the gloric of ſuch 
meſſengers ſhould make ys bolde to defend and maintaine the 
meſſage: but fince God did not ſendan hoſe of Angels, but came 
himſelfe in his maieſtic, accompanied withall his holy Angels, 
waiting and attending vpon him,ſhould not we now giue much 
101OT& 
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more reuerence to tloſe things which he ſpake, audtake much 
more courage to fiand for the maintenance of his commande- 
IN S185.f 

This crucththereforcexceedingly to condemne their daſtard- 
tnefle, thats calf aidto keep the Sabbath,orto do anicſuch du= 
tie, becruicthcy ſhould be counted Puritanes, Butisit not bet- 
or that men ſhould hate ys without cauſe, then thatGad ſhould 
126 aquaircllavainitys yponaiuſt cauic ? 

1c it not munch better that they {ſh >uld ſcotteat vs for gooJ, 
Hhenthat God fhoutd plague vs for cul? What a ſhame 1s it ther- 
fore for vs, that when we heare wicked heretiques ſpeaking 4s 
41in{tihe law of God, and prophane Atheilts breaking his law,

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and blaipheming hisname, we ſhould hoid downe our heads, & 

become mute, as though it were a matter of ſome preat diſcredit 

tur vs,to ſpeake for that which God himſelfe,inhis owne perſon, 

hath fo highly recommended vnto ys? 

Thirdly , this ſcrues to teach vs to keepe this lawe ſpiritually, 
becaulc it is ſpirituall : forſuchas God 1s that made the law, ſuch 
is that lawe which hee made. It reacheth therefore to the in. 

ward parts of cuerie man, and lyeth cloſe ypon his conſcience, 
And indeede in this it dooth eſpecially difter from the lawes 
of men; for they doe tye the hand , and the tongue , and 

the foote, to the good-abcaring, and take notice if anic of 
theſe be ſaultic againlt them:bur they meddlenotwith the heart, 
and make no queſtion of the inward motions of the ſoule, 
becauſe man can bring in no proofe of the breach of ſuch alawe, 
neither can he hauc anic witneſle againſt the inward corruptions, 
But Go\l{carcheth the hearts and cryeth thereines, & entreth in- 
to the ſecrets of the ſoule : & therfore hie comands ys to love him 
withall our heart, and with all our foule:nort contented with ſuch 
a lone onely. as is declared by the outward bchauionr of the 
body.And ſo forourneighbour,he cemandeth ys to louc him not 
outwardly only, in ſalutation, courtchie, and good ſpeeches : but 
inwardly alſo as our ſelues, that is,in truth, conſtantly, fervently, 
and without guile and diſſimulation, Therefore all the obedience 
performed ro God muſt proceed from within, and come from 
the heart ,elſc it ſhall bc no whit acceptable to him : that which 


groweth 
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Froweth wichout,if it come not fromthe roote of finceritic with 
in, Call afford no cofort to our ſelues: butifwe will that our out- 
ward obedience bring forth any fruit ro our owne foulcs,or glo- 
ry to God, we muſtlooke that it haue it beginning tro an ypright, 
ſound,and faithſull heart. Now,then our obedience ſhall be fp:ri- 
tual), whenitproceedeth from the ſoule,& 1s donetoa good cn: 
but whattocycris done for merit, as the Papitts doe, or for yaite 
olory, 2s the Sctibesand Phariſes did; this is not ſpirituall, this 
proccedeth not from theloue of God, butfrom ſelfc-Joue : tl 1; 
15 arcſlectiue kind of friendinip, thatmaketh vs doe ſorvething 
vio others, that they may recoimpence vs againe, with the like 
or 4 berter reward, But thei is our ovedience true and yprivhe, 
whenir commeth from a good heart, with defireand purpoic te 


{hcew our obedience to God, and our loueto meu, 
C32: ſpake not the firſt Commandement only, nor the ſecond, 
orthird, andletc there ; but he fpake them all; and gaue as 
ſtrict a charge to keepe euery one,as anic one; and no one was Yt- 
tered by Gods voice, orwritten with hisowne finger, morethen 
ether, Whence is to be learned, that wholocuer will haucany truc 
comfort by his obedience toGods laiw,muſt not content himſelte 
tolooketoone, or two; but muſt make conſcience, and hauc a 
carcto keepe them all and euery one, Fuft, becauſc he that is the 
author of one, is the author allo of all the reſt ; and herthat hath 
promiſcd areward for keeping one, hathpromiled a reward alſo 
for keeping all: & he that threatneth ro puniſh the offender,doth 
notſay,ifthou break this,or that,thou ſhalt be cur(cd: but he that 
continuethnotin all without exception, is accurſed; andliuing, 
and allowing himſelfein the breach of anie one, ſhall be ſureto 


All theſe words, 


beare the wrath of God. as guilty ofall, For he that doth many 3 

goodthings, and yetallowcth humnſelte to be dillobedient but in 

anic one thing, ſtands in danger to rcuolt continually,and to be- 

come a ;vicked and open pertecuter. As this was Herods caſe, he |

did many things according to Iohns preaching , and did heare 
him gladly, and for other duties was reaſonable willing to beru- 
tcd : but forthe ſcaucnth he muſt needshaucagappe, andhee 
keps 
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kept this for certaine, that letall the Preachers inthe world (ay 
what they would, he would not be brought toleauc his inceſt, nor 
:0 part with his brothers wife, Therefore we {ce how ſoone he fell 
to breake,fir{t,thethird cOomandement, in ſwearing to that lighr 
and wanton woman,to glue her whatiocuer ſhe ſhouldagske, and 
thenalſo he grew toperſecute Johs, & cut of l:1s head * fo taking 
liberty to himlelfeto breake the ſeauenth commandement,he calt 
oft all care &regard of thereſt: So the yong man in the Goſpel, he 
thought hiniſeifc 1n a good torwardnes to heaten,& indeede he 
11d done many things, and many good parts were in him,ſo that 
Chriſt himfſelfe did loue him : but when Chrilt had told him that 
one thing was Jacking,and that he muſt {cl] all chat he had, and it 
he did ſo, he ſhould be no looſer, (tor hee ſhould haue an inheri- 
tance)but then he muft know where his inheritance ſhould lie, & 
whence he muſt look for his reuenewes, namely from heauen; the 
he looked ſadly,& went his wav. He could haue been content to 
hauec had that inheritance, that Chriſt ſpake of, ſo that hee might 
keep his earthly poſleſſions too: bur if the queſtion were, whether 
he would take heauen, or carth, he choſe rather to leaue heauen, 
then topart withearth . So that he that liueth wittingly & pur- 
poſely inthe breach of any one comandement,falles away tro the 
reſt:as contrarily he that hath reſpect to all the commandements, 
i5 ſure that he ſhall ncues be confounded, Pſ[.119.6.Andlo lame: 
laith,Cap.2.v.10,He that keepeth all ad breaketh one us guilty of all 
not meaning thatif one through infirmity {hp into any fault, hee 
was {traight way guilty of the whole law,(forit maybe truly ſaid, 
thache,that breaketh all,through weaknes,not allowing himlelte 
in ic,but ſtriving againſt it,and crauing pardon,is guilty of none) 
but this he meaneth, that whoſocuer ſcemeth to keepe all the 0- 
ther commandements,and yet will willingly maintaine,and beare 
with himſelfe inthe breach of one, hee did neuer performe any 
eryc obedience ynto any, Though one beno thiefe, yetithe bea 
ſabbath breaker, he breaketh the whole Jaw. For it one aske him, 
why donot you commit adultery? and he ſay,becauſe God com- 
manderh that] ſhould not,then he would keepe the ſabbath alſo, 
for they be both alike the commandements of God : but if it be 
not becauſe God commandeth,then he doth not obey the law, bur 
ſerue 
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(ecye hvlelſe, Therefore hee that makes no conſcience of all 
Gods lawes, hath no ſoundnes & fidelity in him, becauſe he doth 
10t remember that God ſpake all theſe words, 


The vie of this 1s,firtt ro contute Popiſhreligion,and to proue Ve. x, * 


hacthey bealtogerher carnall,and fiafull people, & make no con= 
1vicnce ofany law of God;becaule,forthe ſecond comandement, 
icy JO wholy alow themicluesto break that:for the {cope & ſum 
of that comandement is,that we ſhould ſerucGod,notaccording 
Lo OUr OWNE INUention, but according to his will: but for their re= 
li2ion, what is it but a meere deuile of mens braines? and what 
doth it conbiit of, but of the precepts of men? For where doth the 
word of God teach them to make Images lay-mens bookes? nay, 


doth not God directly call them teacher of lies ? And what ware HÞ3c. 


rant haue thev turtheir Maſles & pilgrimages, & {uch other ſtutte, 
wherewith theirreligion is peſtered? Therfore they be hypocrits, 
& make no c6ſcicnce of any of Gods comandemeats, And moſt of 
them haue nocare of the labhath, buthaue more regard of their 
Idol holy-dayes, which the Pope hath appointed, then of the {ab- 
bath day, which God hath comanded.So,for moſt carnall profeſ- 
fors among vs, who almoſt is there that regardeth the ſabbath & 
tcarcth to break it, any further then the law of man will rake hold 
ofthemz and ſome beafraid, lealt,it it be knowne, they ſhould be 
reproued forit publiquely,and the miniſter would let themheare 
of itin the church, Butif they could keepe themielucs cloſe from 
the magiſtrate, & miniſter, would not moſt men willingly be fol- 
lowing their buſinefle that day? This is to proclaime themlelu-s 
hypocrites, andthat they haue no feare of God, nor regard of him 
In their hearts. Oh but they hope they are 900d Chriſtians, & do 
keep the law of God, for they doenotſiteale, nor{weare, nor lie: 
but do they not know that God ſpakeall theſe words, & therfore 
y hath no ſound hare, that addicteth not himlelfe to keepe them

blewichouc,it ail were well within. Thereferc he begins to ſearch 
his family, and to [ec how all things went there,an ten he per- 
cciuerh preſently the cauſe of all theſe {tir> : for his houſe was [tat- 
ned with Idolatric, is witc had gotten her fatners Iuols, and 
many of his people were inſeted with ſuperſt con. Thcno wons 
der, though there WCTre (uch troubles abroad, when here was 
(1h diſorder athome. Therefore he purgeth his houſe ot all this 
filthinefe , and burieth all thetc Ldols1n the ground, that they 
might neucr burthim or anic of his, anie more. Allo this lerueth 
forthe lingular comfort ofall Gods Cluildren, That {1th all thefe 
be Gods Commandements,cuen all,as well as 9nc; therfore they 
ſhall haue power alſo to obey themall, as well as one, Forthat 
God thathath cnabledvs to keepe ſome , can as weil ihengthen 
vito keepcalltherelt : becauſe that power which we haue to 0- 
bey one, is not from our ſelues,but from the worke of Godin ys, 
And indeed God dotiy not giue vsthclelawes, that we ſhould 1.

faithfull, & feruent prayer you craue this graceat his hands. This 
thetfore which ke ſaith, God ſpake al theſe words,isa merucilous 
encouragemecn 0 the Saints; that therefore, feeling their warts 

in ame dutte, they may goe to God and lay, Lord, thou art the 

author ofall cthcele commandements alike, and the keping of them 

allpertaineriiro meas wellas to any other:thou knoweſt O Lord 

thatthercis no power 1nme to obey the leait of them;therefore 1 

comenow tor helpand prace fromthee, to make me obedient to 

allas well .s thou haſt ro {ome;ſo ye ſhall obtaine grace ro keep® 

cucry 0n,4s well as any one.

Flethatis ths icliciſame.in all his proper» 
ties cuermoregas hauing his being inand ot him(clfe, It declareth,

It] made golds mine hope, 
e&c.So the rich man, in the Golpell,made his wealth an Idoll,be- 
cauſche truſtedinir, & did worſthiproie : forhere he ſpeakes 
ofthe inward worſhip of God inthe toule, Ifonerthenrely ypon 
wealth, and trhinke himtlelfe fate when he hath ic, and vadone 
11 betaken from him 2 thisis to make goods his gods, golds 
his hope, Forif his hope'be gone with his poods, what was his 
hopedetore er If when his riches depart, his confidence allo des 
part; did he not ſay tothematfore, Thou artmy confidences. So 
couctouinelie 1s called Idolatry : not that men bow downe 
their bodies to it : but, {which js worſe) their foules and af 
fections, their wit, memory, vudertftanding, yea all their facul- 
ties ſtoope tothat; which ſhould onely ſtoope to God, So 
that herhatlouesxciches abouc meaſure, and ſets his heart vpon

earthly thin gs;is one ofthe worſt ſort of Idolators, 

In like manner, pleaſure, and what other thing ſoeuer aman 
hunts after, more, then after Gods gloric, is another God vnto 
him. As the Apoſtle ſpeakes of ſome voluptuous perfons, who 
would haue thought it aniniutie, if one pad tolde them that 
they wo:ſhipped nor God, but theirbelly: for they, no Joubr, 
tooke themiclues to be profceſiors ofrelipion, and tertiants of 
God, a3 well asthe belt; howbeirt the Apottle faith inplains 
words, that they made their belly their god. For though they Cid 
not knecle downe,and holdyp their hands to their belly,ver they 
{erthem{clues morecarncſiiy to teede themielues,, then to v!0- 
rifie God; and were more grieued, it they were pinched ina 
matter of victuals and goed cheare, then rofer the name of Cod 
diſhonoured, and blaſphemed, or anie finne commirted, $0 
thoſe that giue themlelues wholly to Hunting , Hawking , 
Dicing, Cardivg, oranie ſuch yaine prattiſes, chey make thicſe 
things their god. For they are more glad when theterhines 
arc effected according to their defire, then it anic thing bec 
broughttopaſle for Gods honour : andif they be croſle 4j 111 anie 
ottheſe things, they are more vexed, and troubled with itthen 
for ſwearing, orſtcaling, or breach of the Sabbath, orlying,or 
anic thine whereby Gods lawe is violated. So Jerers 17, 5. is 
cruſt in anie fleſhly thing is idolatrey: for ſaith hee, Curſedbe he 
that maketh fleſh his arme. Why may he not do {9,and ferueGod 
to0? No, faith hee, he witharaweth brs heart from God, So that 
looke how muchanie onerelyerth ypon earthly things , ſo much 
heforſakes G O D; and in what meaſure he placeth his couti- 
dence in anicthing cle, in that meaſure he remoucs it from 
God. 

All theſe yngodly men then be worſhippers of falſe gods, 
and make thoſe vaine thinges Idolles to thernſclues. So cucn 
Eliwas{a1d to honour his ſonnes, more then God, Though hee 
wcrea good and holy man, yetbeing too indulgent to his cul- 
dren, in that he contented himſclfe onely to haue admoniſhed 
them for their faultes, and didnotproceede to puniſh them, 
when admonition would not preualle , (as became him being a 
Magiſtrate) hee honoured his Children more then G O D. 

Ez yet 
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Yet he did honour God, and was a good man : but through in- 
firmity, and roo much loue of his children, he was borne awaie 
from that care of the glory of God that he ſhould haue hrad ; and 
ſo did beare with chem morethen he ought to haue done; and 
this was that ſinne,for which Gud did, both in word reprouc,and 
11:dced correct him, 

The vie of this is, ficft to reproue all ignorant men, and vnre- 
pencrate perſons : it is certaine they hauc other GODS, Fore 
ucry yaregenerate man dependes , cither yppon himſelfe, or 
ſoine other thing elſe, never ypon God: as he ſaith of ſuch,chey 

acrifice vntotherr nets, notthatihey didoffer burnt oftrings vato 
thc: but becauſe they got nuch weakh by violence, theythoughe 
their riches came fromthat, and therefore tnagined that God 
did not prouide forthem, but that they had prouided for them- 
ſclues: and ſo did not think themſelues beholding vnto God, bur 
yato their own hands that could find means to ger theſe ourward 
things. So that cuery carnal] inan ſers vp himſclt,he dothnotbing 
but {ceke and lerue himſclfe,and therefoe is his owne Icoll, and 
another God ynto himfelte, 

This {erucs al ſo to humble Gods children daily with the con- 
hderation of it: for who tiues lo holity that dorh 110t ſometimes 
fearc incn more then God, and that doth not often depend too 
much ypon outward Mmcaunes , and hath nottoo ptcataloue of 
earthly things? . | 

Secondly, that we may keepethis Commardement, we muſt 
learnc to vie all ourward things,as though we vſcd them not; that 
ſo our minds and affections, & 1udgments,may be rcadieto lerue 
God, and we may alſo prefleto do his wi!l. For whoſoeuer ſets

So /erery,17,10, Ihe Lordſearch the heart, God doth 
not looke on the outfide onely, but onthe infidealſo, Shews 
cannot deceiuc him, If we ſay, and ſweare, and proteſt neuer ſo 
much that we loue and feare him, and this be not in our ſoule, it 
1s not before his face : but in his fight there is nothing bur hypo- 
crifie and diſhmulation , For men firtt looke to the outward be- 
hauiour, and hence defcend to indge ofthe heart ; but God firſh 
approues the heart, and then the outward ation, If wee (ce 
good things outwardly, wee are boundin conſcience to thinke 
well of that man : bur GOD will firſt ſce vprighractle, and

This then ouerthroweth them, that thinke ifthey can carry yer.

fon tharGod lookes alway full ypon vs, 1s the cauſe why men 
hauc ſo many COUCTOUS , ſo many craftic and cruellthoughts, 
ſuch impure cogitations : yea, menare nov come almoſt to 
this hight of Atheiſme therby,as to thinke & ſay,that, thought 
is free. But they ſhall finde, that though it be freefrom men, 
itis not free fromGod:andthac they ſhall be lyableto the ſen- 
tence of euerlaſting death and condenmation, before Gods 
1doment ſcare, vnleflc they bee as caretull co cheriſh holy 
choughts within i themſclues; as honeſt actions;and as diligent 
Tr purifiing their hearts in the fighr of God, as in walking ci« 
uilly in che fight of men, 

$o much of the Negatiue part of this Commaundement, 
Now followeth the afhrmatiue. 

Wherein weare comanded4.eſpecial things, YizTo know 
God, tolouchim,to feare him,to truſt in him. Itwe have theſe 
things in our hearts,then God beares the {way there,and is the 
cheite commander of our loules & bodies , 'And firtofknow- 
ledge. This Commaundement enioyneth euery man to know 
God, according as he hath reueiled himſelfein his word,both 
in elicnce, pcrions, properties and actions; aud according ro

| Sonne,bnow thou the Gad of thy fathers and ſerue him with an wp- 
riobt heart andawillivgminde, Thisis the ground work of all re. 
ligion,and the foundarnion of true pictic,to know God : for till 
we know 1-n, wee can never yecld antcfaithfull fecruiceto him] 
Whereas whoſacuer knowes God aright, thathe ſcarcheth in- 
' ts theheart and ſecret immaginations of the ſoule,'ywul! take 

 heeg how hedoth difſcemble, and theretore he will [trige to ger 
an vpright: heart, and he will ſerue God with a willing m inde, 
For wiy doo men fo willingly ferue great perſonages, and 
are readic to imp!oy themlſclues intheir buſinefles? but becauſe 
they chinke, thachence they thall haue honour and credir, as a 
reward of theipfervices. If theniwe'did faihfitly confider, 
thatGad gionthſuch excellent wages'; as thatno man can giue 
the like (tor what doth he not beltow on them that feare him? 
He giues them his Son, he gives them his holy ipirir, and grace 
1ntheir heart ,he gites them the bleſhngs of his life, & eternall 
Inthe World tocome)we wouldtutely feruehimavithawilling 
migd, | 
But on the contraric, the cauſe and fauntaine of all diobedia 

ence againſt God, is, becauſe there is no right knowledge of 


God, As Heſeacomplaines in his 4+ Chap. Ver, 2. that they lye, 14014, 


hey 
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they faale , they commit adulteire, avdbloud rencheth blend. Bur 


what was the cauſe of this confuſion ? Becauſe there wasno 
knowledg of Godin theland : & where men know _— 
what can be looked for clſe,burall impictic againſt God, all yn- 
righteous dealing againſt men. 

This plain: ly reproves all ignorant perſons, that know not 
how many perſons there be inthe Trinity , or at leaitthey 
cannot tell what any ofthem did for them. They are not ac- 
quainte\ with the properties of God,nor with his ations, they 
neuer thought on his name, norpondered on histruth,inſtice, 

ower,mercic, and ſuchlikethings.: Theſe may brag of loue, 
and faith,and hope, and confideucagpaticnce: but they have 
none of them, for all good things flow from this,that we know 
Gel. Therefore Paw! ſaith 2 . Theſſa. 1 ,8,that God will come 
with thouſands of his Angels in flaming fire, rendering vengeance to 
all theſethat kwow him wot , raither abey hs goſpell. Thef: things 
follow cloſe;Doth not oneknow God?thenit tsoleare He doth 
not obey his goſpel, he makes no conſcienceof ir, Therefore 
an ignorant heart isalwaic a (infull heart : and a man without 
knowledge, isaman withourgrace 2: and this ignorance isſo 
fouleaſinnc, as thatit ſhall be ſufficient to bring Gods yen- 
geance ypon them: and how i ghraccount ſocucr men:make of 
it: God will condemne them forthis, that they.remaine igno» 
cant of him: forſurc it is that ſuch men neither can or. will Ws 
regard tohis commaundement. 

And onthe otherfide,this muſt ſtirre vs vp to call for wite- 
dome,and to criefor ynderſtanding, to ſecke forit,and todi 
forit, as forigold, & protious tones. We mult often read Gods 
word , and conferre and; meditate ypon it : which ifwe do,it 
will giue ys ynderſtanding , &then we ſhall ſee Gods proper- 
tics , his goodnes, hislouc, his abilitie,and readines to helpe ys, 
and ſo we ſhall be effteQually drawne to truſt in him, Andin* 
deedthis often meditating, and thinking vpon Gods word, is 
the next wayto make ys like God, and to renew, and repaire 
the image of Godinys.

& neither to feare wicked mennor thethings that they feare: for 
{o far as we do ſcarce citherof theſe, webreak his comandment, 
and ourhearts are voide of the true feareof Cod, So Luke, 12, 
#- Clint faith, Feare not them that kill the body, and after that 
are not able to ds aniemore : But I will forewarne you whom 
you ſhallfeare: Feare him , that after he hath killed , can caft into 
Hell, Where it is faid'(t/ atcan kill the body) 1tis not to bee yn. 
derſtood, as though any man had any power in himſclfeto kill 
it,but God giues them leane ſomtimes ; and by his permiſſion, 
(forthe humbling of his childeren) they are able to kill them, 
As ifhe had ſaid, this 1s the nature of men, that if they ſeeany 
pgrowe powerfull, & great, they arc afraid, and thinke How 
ſhall weetcape ? how can any be free fro danger , Whenſuch 
perſons are ct vÞ ? But why ſhou!d you be ſo troubled at their 
promotio?or why ſhould you be atraid?When they huac done 
their 
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their worſt, what can they doe? the molt ts to trouble you a lt- 
tie, & to ford yau ou: of this houſe of ci: ay tO Heaucn , they Can 
c0n0 turther, Hut ro the k1 [lingofch: bodice.

macke,namely, t hat he muſt preach to harden the hearts of the 
people, and be a mimiltcr of death, to his hearers : which was as 
bitter as death to him, as he could neuer hauc yeeidec to it: 
But now God comesnor « ith the bare precepr, ow

and maketheingentle, andcalme, As we ſcein /#b,though he 
was 4 veric 00d and patient man, yet, when his fleſk began a 
lictle to wotke, and his heart diſquieted, and yexcd by the 
words of his friends, then hee would needs be dealing with 
God, he thought he had reaſon to ſpeake, andimagined rhar 
he could ſay much for himfelfe, he would fill his mouth full of 
arouments, and faine he would haue God to come and heare 
What he cou'd ſpeake in his owne defence, and toſhew what 
wrong was done to him, But now when God comes, and Ge- 
Cares tis workemanſhip in the Snow, and Ice, and ſome other 
of his ereaturcs; as it w2reto let him ſee, how childiſh he was in 
the ſn.al}rrmacters, zad ignorantotthecreation,and preſerua- 
tion ofcheleleilt things, andrhcrefore he wasa ricece manto 
call Godtoaccount, and that God mult come to giuec his ait= 
{were before himthat he ſhould ht in the ſeat oftudgment,and 
on the bench, and God ſtand at rhe barre ; hee was like to 
d:iipuce well with God his Crcator, that dic nor Fnow the na- 
ture oi rhe leaſt of bis creatures, \When God had at oued with 
himthus awhile, and he ſaw how orcat Gog es, and now Cx» 
cellent; icbhh:q no more to!*,, but now inderd hee confefieth 
tnatne had ipoxen foolithly, bur tc mod dofono mor: he 
wou!dnovw beſtul, and ccnment to! tre Goo hand, lerhiin 
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do what he would, ifhe would kill him, he was content to dy; 
bur he would ncuer diſpute withGod anic more, So weeſce 
heiy quiet /ob was now,and what good and notable effects this 
feare of God wil work in our hatts,ifit once ſoundly & through 
ly poſletie them. : 

Furthermore, God hath promiled, that he that feareth him 
fhall want no good thing. Hce may want that oftentimes, 
which his wicked fleſh would hauc, For indeed nothing is moze 
hurttull, & pettilentto a man, then that winch lus fleſh dooth 
moſt cagerly purſue and hunt after, & with greateſt vehemency 
defire: and on the contrarie,nothing is more truly profitable, & 

ood forthe ſoule, then that the ficth and lults of it ſhould bee 
maſtred and crucified, Therefore it is true, that he that feareth 
Godmoſlt, thall moſt wantthoſe things, which his fleſh would 
haue, becauſe they would doo him hurt, buthe withho!deth 
no good thing fromhim: that which indeede is good, and the- 
Word, and wiſdoie of God ſhewes to be good, and wil, by 
eftct ſhew itſelfe to be good, that he ſhali never want, for him, 
nor his. This alway brings Gods bleſhng withir, whereioc- 
uerit comes . Sothat, would we be holpen againſt our ſinnes, 
and hauc the pride of our fleſh tubdued, and bee quicknedto 
obedience? Would wee bee ridde ofall euill things and want 
no good thing ? The verie Path-way that leadeth to theſe, is 
the teare of GOD : which is accompanied with the blefling 
of Coll, thar is the trealureof all good things, becauſe it doth 
inch bathysandours. Plal, 112,2, His feede/ſhall be mig htie 
wpon the earth ; CAtlrohiie, will we thiuikes How can thatbee ? 
what hatlihe to leauec them? huw can they be mightic, whenhe 
hath no-hing to beflow on them? Yea, hc hath enough: forhe 
ads, Hr Children Þ.albe bleſſed. leis notlands,and Ings,and 
great policihions, that makes ones cldren great: for One may 
hauc them, and yet lichath no promiſe, butthat himielfe and 
tis children thall hauethe cutrte oi God ypon them, while they 
luc, &b: calt into hel fire, & cucrialitng damnation,yvhcn the 
dy. But itis the feare 0f God, that makes aman happy himſclte, 
and that will l-auca good ard hippieſlateynro his children af- 
cer hin, For this brings the bleiling of God ypon hialſelfe, 2nd 
| VpOR 
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ypon his ſcede after him,thatthey ſhall continue happy, ſo long 


as they continue fearing God, 
The vſe that we mult make of this,is, that ſo far as we would 
have our wants ſupplied, & haue the blctſivg of God vpon our 
ſoules and bodies, &aboungdance of all things, both tor this 
life, & che life ro come: we muſt labour to bring our harts to the 
trucand cight feare of God, that we may treble before his preat« 
ncs, reuerence and dread the great name ofthe Lord of hoafts, 
The way to attaine ro this,1s, Firlt, to deny ourſelves quite, to 
renounce vtterly our carnall wiſegome:as he ſaith, Pro. 2.7,6e Vw we ey 
wot wiſe inthine owne exes:but feare God, &> depart fromeut!.1t one 919% wr hearts 
wil debate the matier according to the flefhly wiledomeot me, fo thi Iruc frare 
and lay ht ha reaſon to do thathe doth, then turcly he will a 
never haue real6to be religious, & ferue God:for thatis agatnit 
hisrealon, For Sa/amor v ould bauec ys feare God: & how ſhould 
oneco:neto do rhat?He mult not be conceited of his owne wil- 
dome,he mult nor thinke well of carnall reaſg, nor be ruled by 
it: forthe wiſdome of the fleſh is enmitie to Godin all things, 
Yea, the carnall wiſedome ofa fpirituallman, 1s cnmityto God 
and goodnes:and lolong as onefollowes it, he ſhall never feare 
God. As we may ſee in Exe, when ſhee would goe and conſule 
with that carnall reaſo, that the diuell had pur into her head, & 
begantothinke with herſelte;Surely this truite hath a good co- 
lour to the eye,& it is like,it will proue pleaſant to the taſte,and 
I ſhall get much knowledge by it,and be made like God, fo rhat 
my ſtate ſhail be much amended:(for this the.diuel had perſwa- 
ded her of. )then the falles to eate the forbidden fruit, & to tEpt 
het husband,and to doe any thing the diuell would folicite her 
vato; and fears God no more, then it ſhe had bin ſure there hag. 


hin no God. 

The ſecondthing we muſt doc, toobtaine the true feare of 
God,is, toaske it of him,to conteſſe that of our leJues we haue it 
1.02, but altogether prophane - as Dawad(peaketh of ynrege- 
nerate me, that they haue nor the tear of God betore their eyes, 
but thinke that there is no God, and liue as it there were no 
God, We mult then conteſle, and ſee our owne wantes, and 


intzeate @ OD co ſupply the ſame , to pur his feaxe in our 
G2 hearts, 
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hearts, eſpecially fince hee hath promiſed this to all his Elect, 
3nd in his couenant hath ſaid, that be will put his feare in their 
inward parts, that they may fearc him. And he hath bettowed 
itailo vpon others of his childeren; as 01 Dau, tor hee faith, 
thathe did teare, and trembl-atrhe tuUgements ofiGod, And 
ifwcaske it God(according to his owne coucnant, and accore- 
ding to his former dealing with other ot his chiideren)he will 
alſo bettow it ypon vs, 

Thelaſtmecanesto obraine tliis holy feare, 15, ofrento thinke 
and meditate ypon Gods fearctull tucgements, which he hath 
executed vpon finners «© for this will breed in our hearts aſence 
and aixc ot his Maicſtic . As, tothinke,thatGod did not ſpare 
the Angels, being more excelient creatures, and farre excee- 
ding vs in elorie, and (trength : but when they forfooke their 
place, that their Creator had fet themiin, andrebelied againft 
hin), he caſteth them 1nto hell, into extreame & nitterable tor- 
ments:and keepes them taſt inked, and tied in chairics of datke 
nes for a wonderfull great addition ot paine, for all their ſins, at 
the laſt day,Soypon the olde world, when they foilooke God, 
& the law of God,and OrewW T0 be carthly minded, & to let their 
heartes altogerher en the woerld,not regarding God, norReli- 
gion:in this generall Apoſtaſie , and departing from God, he 
{ent a generall flood, which-did oucrwheime, and drowne 
them all, {o that they couldnoteſcape his hand of 1uſtice. So 
en Sodom avd Gomerra, When they grew hithie, and pro- 
phanc, and were full ofideines, and abuled the 900d benefits 
of God, he rained fireand biimltone from heaven ypon ther, 
and deuonred them all. Andinalltimes, when any Countrie 
or Citie, orparticular perſon, ſet themſelues torebe!lagainſt 
him , hee hath ſhcwed himſclte terrible, by his fearefull vens 
peance and plapues ypon them, Thus the often and dihigent 
pondering yponthe threatnings and curſes of God, andthe 
moſt certaine and fearefull execution of them vpon Impents 
tentperſons, will foften our hearts, and draw them moreand 
moreto ſtand in feare ofthis greate God, Andit we will thusde- 
ny ourſelues, & our fleſhly realon, and pray vntoCod tor his 
fearce,and labour to kindle his feare in our hearts, by calling to 
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remembrance of his fearefulnes,and1uſt andterrible yengeance 
yponthoſe that hauc nortfearcd him : this will at length bring 
our prophane hearts to ſome dread, andreuerence of Gods 
holy Matcſty. 
But that we may not deceive our (clues, & thinke either thar 
we haue not the feare of Goſaral!l, becauſe wehau?itnot per. 
fe&tly;or elſe, thinke that we feare himgwhen indecderve do ner, 
iris good that weceolider ſome markes whereby we may ripht- 
ly dilcerne of our ſtate herein. 


. Onetruenote of che feareof God, is, to feare the word of True ne of 
God, As Eſfay\aith,66.2. Hcare the word of God, ye that trem- God's fears, 


ble at his word. As it he had ſaid, would thar all my hearers 
would profit by the word of God : which I ſpeake ynto them: 
but] know that none will make vſe of ic, but onely thoſe that 
fearchim, Asalſo the prophet Habba.3.16, aid, that when he 
hcard Gods threatnings, he teared,and his belly trembled, and 
rottenneſle entered into his bones, and he was wonderfully dife 
maide & terrified, If then the threatnings of Gods word can ter- 
riftevs, and make ys tremble, and afraid to do thoſe thines 
which he hath forbidden ,or, if we haue committed ſinne, they 
make vs confeſlcit, and humble our ſoules before God t} i515 
an yndoubted token of the feare of God, But it thou faicſt,thou 
feareſt God, and reuerenceſt the maieſty ofthe moſt high , and 
yet carclt net for mis word, though itthreaten neuer ſo much, 
nor for his ind gements gcnounced by the miniſter : it is moſt 
ſurcthat thou baſt no feare of God in thy heart, According as 
God complaines by the prophet Amor, that if the Liondid 
roare, all the beaſts o! the field would tremble : bur they were 
more beaftly then beaſts, andſo {erſclefls, that let Cod roare, 
and roarc againe as long as he would, yet they cared yot, nor 
wereaftaidartall, So that the beaſts {food more in feare of the 
Lion, then they $1d of God, If wehearethe threatnings of God 
denounced porwertutly again{t conetous, & deceitfull,and crue 
cli perſons, again't fleſhly minded men, who onelyſceke for 
earthly things ; if we did heare theſe chreatnings ,, and belecue 
that rhey were true againit ys, how could we chooſe but trem- 
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But herein moſt men bewray their ſhameſull hypocrifie, thar, 
ifagreat man, ſome King or Prince did threaten that the 
mould be caſt 1 priſo,&therlie al their life,or that they ſhould 
bee put ro death, they would ſhake euery ioynt, andſhewtheir 
feare in their face, ſo that no'man could make the merry in ſuch 
a calc, but they would lamct birterly:but let God threaten and 
proteiithat he will curſe them & damne them, & calt them in= 
tohell for cuer; they are 13ota whit afraid, they can go about as 
chearfully,as though there were no danger: yea, they wil make 
oftcutunesa mocke, and ſcofte at thele judgments, What 
a plainc & pa'pable diflembling is this, that men will pretend 
to teare God aboucall, andyert will be much more afraid, if a 
man do but threaten to turne them outof taeir houſe, then if 
Cod threatento exclude them out of heauen ? that oneangry 
word of their Landlord wil tear thein:but 20, threatnings, our 
of the {criptures of God, will nothing moue them, nor worke 
vpon them. By trying our aftectionsto the word of God, 
then,we may {ce our aftections to God himfelte : either in 
loue (forhe that loucs Gods word mot, may aſlure his ſoule 
that he loues God belt) or in feare : tor hee that molt trem« 
bleth, and is moſt humble at Gods threatnings, he carneth 
the{greateſt reuerence toward God humnlelfe: as he allo, that 
puts greateſt confidence n the proinites of God, doth moſt 
faithfully rruſtin God. | 
Anotherſure marke of tnis true feare,is,that it will cauſe one 
to depart from cull : ſothathe will not onely confeſſe, and 
fay, Indeed itis naught, avd it is my fault,and my nature, and1 
would I could leaue it:butit will worke aſeperation betweene 
fn and the ſoule,ſo that he will departfrom euill, what daunger 
locucrenſueypon it, and will notbeallured by any rewardeo 
comit f1n, In what mcaſure the feare of God hath ſeaſoned the 
heart, in the ſame meaſurcit will worke aforſaking of iniqui- 
ty, As we ce it plainly proued by the example ot the 3, chil- 
dren. The caſe ftood thus with them, thateither they muſi bow 
ca the filthy Idoll, which was before them, or burne in that 
flaming fornace, which was prepared for him thatwould not. 
Either they muſt purchaſe, and procure the wrath of God , oc 
lufferthe wrath & duplcaſure of Nebuchadnezaer : but hauing 
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che feare of God within them, tt gaue them courage, & boldnes, 
that they feared not Nebychadnetwnrs threatnines, and pows 
er; but ood reſolute for the cauſe of God,and ſhewed the kiz 
plainely, that they woul not di[honour God, neither in hope 
of his fauour, nor forfearc of his anger . If God would, they 
knew that he could delyer them : if he would not, yetthis they 
Ice, him knowe, that they would not incurre Gods diſplea- 
jure, and danger of cuerlaſting death, for feare of 2nic bodily 
Ceath, | 

But, on thecontraricfide, ſo farreagsanie man hath not the 
feare of God, but teares man more then God, they will ypon e- 
uery occalionrunne to cuill, As it one bein ſome fault, that he 
:hinkes he fall be puniſhed for, theo he will helpe himſclfe by 
jying, 8 thinks thache hath made a vecie good ſhifr, it he can ec» 
cape by that mean<.This1s to make man aGod & God an Ido]; 
when one will ſecke to make the face o {man gentle, by waking 
Gods face angry,and frowning. So they, that, when they bein 
{ome diſtreſle, and need by pouertie, will venture to helpe the- 
{clues, by breaking Gods Sabbath,& raking time from his wor- 
ihip, to labour for their owne gaine : this is plaine, thatthey 
teare the feare ofthe wicked,and Jo not make God their dread, 
forif they did,itis moſt ſure they would departfromeuil},So,he 
that feareth God; no hope ofpromotion, or outward benefit - 
can make him conſent to wickednes. As /oſeph might inlikeli- 
hood haue been a great gainer & gotten much promotion, by <- 
yecelding to the wicked filthy allurements of his maiſtrefle: yet, 
hee would not giuetheleaſt marke ofconſcnting, becaule he 
was aftiaid toſinneagainii God. So Eſay,r 1,12. Who art thon, 
that ferreft mortal man, that mult be givento the wormes,, and 
forgertelithy Go.),thatdid ſpread out the heauens ? 

The preat fcare of mans power ar:feth fromthe forgetting 
of GODS infince po:ver. When one is in ſuch a terror oF 
man, that is but duſt, and cannoc defende himfelfe againſt 
. the Wormes, but th.cy {liallcreepe intis bowelles ant cate vp 
hisheatt : it comes from hence, that one dooth Qaitc forget 
thatthere1s ſuch a God, as was able to make heauen and carth 
of nothing, and that hath grieuvus iucgements layed vp for 
finness ; and that indeede hee feares man , and wil rather bee 
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{cruile tohimin fin, to auoid his anger, then obedient toGods 
holy will,to {cape his indignation. Therefore in the Rew.When 
he reckoneth vpa great rable of reprobares, & the whole hoaſt 
of damned finners, he puts the fearefall 1n the fore-front, and 
makes them the Capraines and ring-leaders of all the reſt. Thoſe 
which be fearctull, and nor fearefull; that be not fearefu!l to Git- 
pleaſe God & break his law,butherein very audactous,aud pre- 
{umptuous : but for anic good teruice of God, they be afraiue 
t> doit. They beaftraid to keepe the Sabvath , or goe toheare 
;.110:15,lealt they ſhould be counted too precile : they willnot 
icrueGod, leaſt their olde acquaintance and friends ſhould for- 
fake them, and their netghbours ſhould icit, and laugh at t1em. 
This daſtardlineſie, & coldneſle to do good, but courage,& re» 
a.linetlc to do cuill, thew's plainely that they be yoid of the true 
feareot God, Foritmen do buthold yp the hnger,and the moſt 
abicct,and balctt perſon inacountrey co but ſpcake a word, he 
may a:lurcand pertwalethem to riorand intemperancie, &to 
comnut fuch other hainous (ins, which they hue promited to 
forlake, and God hath threatned to puniſh . The third andlaſt 
riorte of the true fteare of God, is, to delight in Gods commauns 
cements, and waikein his wates,as helaith, Bleficd is the man 
thatteareth God, & del:ghteth greatly in his commandements, 
He that hath no delight to walke i1(Gods wajes, but in his 
o wne, and hath all his plcaſure in talking ot his commoditie, 
and profit, not ofthe word; as though himfſclte were the God 
to be oblcrued and luſt had the ſoucraigntie, and commandof 
his heart, and not God: ſuch haue nor the fearc of God, Butif 
one delight to conferre of Gods law, andtake his greatelt coms 
fortinſpeaking, andthinking of his commandements; fuch an 
one may conclude with himſelfe afluredly, that he hath that 
teare of God 1n his heart, which will bring him to cueclaſting 
life, 

Hence then the beſt man in this World may learne to con- 
teflc his wealenes,and to acknowledg- his wants & defects in 
this behalie: fortharſo much feare of death, pouertic,diſgrace, 
and of men,ſheives 2 greac wantofthefeareof GOD, This

Then a'ſo to conſider the experience ofhis mereie, that hee 
ath delwered other of his children; when they were inas preat 
necetſitie, and were drunken with gall and wormewood, with 
(ore and cricuous affhictions; hee hath mage themſober with 
ere comtortand conſolation. Theſe meditations often arifing, 
and nouriſhed 1n our hearts , will bring vsatlength tolcaneto 
him,and build onely vpon him, whois Gur ſure and ynremoucas 
ble foundation, 

Thevſc of this, is to teach vs, to get confidence and truſt in 
God, that ſo we may hauec our hearts delire, & may alway floue 
riſh; that though heat come , though temptations and calami- 
tics befall vs, & all things ſecme to be toſſed vphide downe, yer, 
we be inſafctic. For no man ishurt, nll diſtruſt and ynbeltefe 
hurt him:'fthe ſoule be not hurt by vnbelecte, allother thirgs 
are [o farre from hurting vs, as that they hall do vs great good, 
Now, ſome ofthe markes, whereby we may know that we do 
in deedeandnotin word omy, truſt, and cely vpon God alone, 
arc theſe: 

The fiſt is, to vſe all good meanes faithfully to ſerue Gods 
;rouidence.No mais more diligent in putting all good meanes 
in praCtiſe, then he that hath a moſt conſtant and firme faith in 
God, as ive fee that in Jacob; he hadapromife, that he ſhould 

preuaile with men, fith he had preuailed with God; and ſhould 
not now becailed Jacob any more, one that takes man by the 
heele, bur hee ſhall be called I/#ac/{, one that ſo wreftleth with 
God,that he prevaileth with him. Whe Tae2b recerucd this Pro- 
mile,and «id fuily truſt in God for his deliucrance , yethee was 
not {lacke in vſing all meanes thar might pacific Eſc. Nay, 
who could haue vied more wiſe and good meanes then he did? 
but {fill honeſt meancs. For, forth-with he ſends him preſents to 
aflwage his wrath, and ſends them not altogether, but ſets a d:- 
ftance betwixt one, andother : that ſo this paule might make 
him to digeſt them the better, and his wrath might by little and 
lictle go out: otheriviſc the flame might haucbexe ſo orcat. that 
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ie wonld have made him deuoure, and conſume all, ifthe 
badrun to him all at once. And then he bids rhem all to doe 
obeyſance,and call him , my Lord Eſas; in great wiſedome and 
diſcretion:for,giueacouctous man wealth cnough, and an am. 
bitious man houour cnough, and you may leade them whether 
'Ou will, | 

Likewiſe Paule,when God had promiſed to beſtow ypon him 
allthat were in the ſhip, he would notneglectthe meancs : for 
when the Mariners would craftily have gotten themlclucs away 
i the boat, he ſuftered it not, bur relles them ,that if they went 
away,they ſhould be all drowned, as theyſhould indeed» For as 
God had appointed to ſaue all, ſo he hath appointed to !aue thc 
altogether, & by their ſtaying rogether,one to help another, So 
for our feeding, he that wold ay, he trufts that God would tee d 
him, yet would not flirre his hand to put meate into his mouth, 
4!] men would ſay that he counterfaited:tor he thar truſtel: rh1at 
God willfeedchim, will cate that meate which God hath ap- 
pointed for his nouriſhment. So, that man which hopeth for a 
crop, will not ſitathomeand bee 1dle ; bur hee, that truſterl 
that God wil giue him a good harueſt, wil be diligent in(eede- 
tinic, and performe other pointsof good husbandry; & he, that 
vſeth this in conſcience to God, ſhewcth, that hee doth truſt in 
God. So for the ſoule:if you ſay, Itruſt God will giue me euer- 
taſting life, then you will pray, then you will heare the worde, 
then you will meditate vpon the word, and receiue the Sacra- 
ments:otherwiſe, if you wil perſecute the Miniſters of God , & 
betrobleſome to thoſ= that teach you,& be careleſlc of all Gods 
ordinances, theſe words be but wind, you do not truſt that God 
wil ſauce your ſoule, what cuer bargs you make, Andin truth, 
though there be many among vs, that ſay,they hope tobe (a- 
ued as wel as the proudeſt (as they that be proud , alway thinke 
others as proudas themſclues) yer they doe but decciue their 
ownchearts, they haue no faithin God, fortheirſaluation : orif 
they had, they woutd hearkea, confer, and learne, & keepe rhe 
ſelues vnſpotted of this wicked world, 8& do other things which 
God hath appointed, as meanes for ourſaluation : and hath no 
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ynleſſe God putitinthem; for all power is his owne, And fo 

for mercy, there is no compaſſion in anie manor Angell, which 
they hauc not from God:they cannot ſhew vs any kindneſſe,and | 
if they do,we mult confeſſe that it comes from him. Since theng * 
all power is reached fromGods hand , ond all mercy is deriued | 
ſrom him, that nothing cither can helpe vs; or if it could, yer 
would helpe y:;but ſo faras he puts both the power and will vne 
tro1t: therefore they that belecue this,cannot but feeke Godsfa- 
our : for then they arc Aſſured chatnothing can be able to hure 
them, Yea, God can nake all things(ſo far as is profitable) wit 
l;tig, and teadic to do them good.

ynlike rohim, and farre inferiourto a bale man» For,Pſa,1;F, 
x 5.heclaith, The Idols of the heathen ave /ilner and po/de, eucn the 
worke of mens hands. I bcy be but the worke of man at the moſt: 
and rherctore, inferiour, and lefle then men : foralwayes, the 
work is inferiour to the maker ofit, whereas, a teacher ſhould 
be ſupcriour to the learner. Then he deſcribes them with a 
deſcrip:ion, fatre ynmeet tor that, which ſhould reſemble God; 
and put vsin mind of him : (faith he') They hawe eyes and ſce 
rot,cares and bere not hands ana handle not, &c. and ſo(faith 
hee).zre all thoſe that make them, andiruſt inthem;chat is, hope by 
their meanes,to fare the better: thinke,by kiſſing, knocking and 
kncelmg &c.vnto them, to pet any benefic. Idolaters, and1I- 
doll makers , will you know what they be? they haue eyes and 
{ce not,cares and heare not,mourhes, and ſpeake not; they haue 
no vic of foulc or bodie:for, if they had, they would neuer beſo 
baſe minded astohope for any good from ſtockes auditones, 

or looke tobe helped by them, And theſe be the ſchollers, 
that theie {cholemaiters and theſe bookes doe make , the 
growatlength, tobe cuen as blockiſhand fooliſhas the blocks 
and ſtones that they worſhip. 

Zut here may ariſe a further obiection, Did not Solomas 
marc Cherubims in the temple , and did not CA7oſer make the 
braſen Serpent ? Why then ſhould Jdols and 'Images bee 

wrmaynss fo odious voutovs. To this wee may an{wer, that God forbids 

malemarure toMmake an Image to ourſclues ; now Solomon did notmake 
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the Cherubims to himſelfe , but to GOD, becaufe hee had a 
Commandement and warrant from God ſo to doo , So, forthe 
braſen ſerpent, CAoſes made it not of his owne minde, but by 
the direction of God ; fo that it was no more an inuention of 
man, then the ſcriptures, and iacraments arc : for he was taught 
by the Lord how to makeit, in what forme, in what place, 
and to what yſe . So, forthe Cherubins, they wereappointed 
to ſignifae, that God had his winges as it were ſpread out, that 
whoſocuer would come tohim inthe Church, ſhould finde 

rotection and ſhelter fromhim, at all rimes. But this makes 
nothing for Idols, to worſhip God by them, For, becaulc Ss/as 
m2 made an Image at Gods appointment, may we therefore 
make one, at our owne pleaſure?

Now as the doctrine 1s truc ingenerall, that all Idols muſt be 
auoided and taken heed of, ſo they are moſt dangerous and 
damnable, and moſtto be abhorrcd whichare in greateſt cre= 
ditandeſtimation. As namely, firſt, ſuch as arc made to repre». 
ſent anie ofthe three pertons in crinitie,the Father, the Sonne & 
holy ghoſt : and theſe , whatſocuer pretence and purpoſe man 
hath in ſctting them vp,are imply cuill. Therefore Depr, 4, 12. 
eMoeſestels the people, that when God came purpolcly to ma- 
nifclt hispower neere vnto them, & to ſpeakein their cares, yet 
he ſhewed no Image or reſemblance of himſclfe, but they heard 
onlya yoice; for which cauſe he warnes them, that they ſhould 
notinanie caſe goe about to make anic Imape, whereby to xe-

{tition: ſecing that he is our God, onethathath bound himſtlfe 
{1 coucuant to protect & defend vs: as allo he is Iealous, that 
carries a flame of loueto all che faithfull,as wel as an excecding 
deceſtation to the vnfaichfull : andthen he is altrong God; not 
{trong withan idle kind of ftrength, thatlyes hid within him, & 
Neuer is pur in practiſe,vut he doth vſe lus firength, tothe main 
raining,and protecting of all ſuch as are true friends to him, and 
maintainers of his worſhip. 

Which is for the comfort of thoſe, whoſe friends, & ſuch frs 
whom,they haue their maintenance,arc Popiſh, and wil bate 
themand be encmies to them, it they hatc ſuperſtition and loue 
God and his true worſhip. But feare notthat God 15saſlrong 
God, ifthcy will not helpe,he will : they haue no ſuch Power a- 
Gainſt you,as God hath for you,to long as you continue ypright 
1m his [cruice. 

This 15 alſo for the terror of all Idolatrous and {uperſiitious 
perſons, that haue manie things to yphold them, and are well 
friended, and ſtrongly defended;burt yet milchiefe ſhall be rheir 
end in the end, becaulc he is ftronger then a]l men, that ſcts 
himfelfeagaint them , That which is prophecied againſi them, 
Rewxel,18,8. ſhallſurely come to paſlc.

that muſt looke on Idols, to heIpe them in their deuotion, they 
mult hauc ſome Imageto gazecon, that they may be putin | 
minde of God, and they will proſtitute themlclues to ſtockes, | 
and ſtones, thereby to manifcit the regardthey haue of God: 
but he will giuvethem imall reward for tbis loue, yea they ſhall 
bec accounted of him as proteſied enemies to h15 name, So, 
for thoſe parents that areſo kind to their chiidren, & loue them 
fo dearcly,that they cannot bring themvp in nurture and corre. 
Aion, and inthe feare of God, they cannot crolle them, or goe 
againitthem intheir 11 courle : ſucha pirent 1sa moſt mortall 
foc,as often the children fcelc afterwards, and accordingly re- 
compence them: for they loued them with afalle love, butthe 
childro reward it with atruc hatred,So,he that wil not oftcd his 
friend,nor trouble him, with telling him of his faults, bur rather 
ſmooth ypall and flatter him & ſpeake fayre words,he is a moſt 
prieuous enemy. And yet who 1s there almoſt, that dooth not 
delghtinſuch enemics,and makes moreof them,and eſteemes 
them more welcome, then a true fat thfull friend, that ſeekes his 
ſouls health, & will not ſuffer him,to caſt himſelf headlong into 
deftruction ? Let vs therefore learne to abhorre all carnal! loue, 
both to God and men, as that which is the moſt pernicious 
hatred. | | 

This muſt alſo reach ys not to matchourſelucs in ſociety or 
in mariage with Idolaters. Por this1s totoync our ſclues with 
thoſe thathate GOD : and for this Iehoſophat was reprooued, 
What ?

yer, it is 2 moſt notorious diſhonor of God » and proceedes 
from the Dinell, he 1s the father of it. As Carilt ſauth, Aſat ;Ss 
Letyouryea, beyea, and your nay, nay:for whatſoemer is more, comes 

fromthe evill one that is the deuill, So thatthe roote ofitis ex. 

cecding cuill,and the fruit of it iscuen as bad , as Saint I.tme, 
{heweth,2, 11, Sweare nt ſaichhe, my Lrethron neither by hea. 
uen,nor earth , nor anyother oath: but lttyouryeabeyea , and your 
pay nay, leaſt 70s full into condemnation. It is then manifelt, that 
theDiuell is the author of vaine oaths, danination is the end 
& fruit of yaine oaths, & he thatis willing to bceled by fuch a 
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puide & come to ſuch an end,he may take his liberty to vſe thÞ? 
Bur one may ſay, do not ſweare great oathes, as by God,& by 
the nmicbers & ſuffiings of Chriſt, but petty and final] othes, asby 
my faith aud troth, by this bread. tice, light, &c. But Chriſt an- 
{wcorceth for this, _ we mult not ſ\veare, neither by the Tem- 
pie, nor the polde, norheaucn, norearth, no, not ſo much as by 
our head, becauſe God is the Author and makes of all things. 
And there appearcih {ſuch witedome, and power of God, in 
the ſimpleſt of his creatures, as oughttomakeys to feare and 
reucience him in them. So that, whether they be great oathes, 
or lefler oaths,itthey be 1dle oaths, Gods Word hath condem- 
TRE” ,and they ſhall (without repentance, bring damnari- 
. Yea bur, [{iveare, that which 1s true, it isnota lye, Beitſo: 
+ God hath not bound you onely,, not totake yp his name 
fallcly, but not to take it vp idlely, and vainly. Andagaine,thus 
ordinary ſwearing in our common talke,though it be true, will 
at length bring falſe ſweariug, It cannot be auoydet], but thar 
he thatvſu ally ſweares vaincly,fhall now and then tweare falle- 
ly. For tlie often tofiing of Gods holy an} ſacred name or any 
ofhis creature, in our mouthes furiouſly , and careleſly, doth 
at length beoet ſucha baſe account and opmon of trneſe things, 
that they care not how they viethem. Oh, bur, ſaith ono, 
I would nottweare indeed, but they contleained ne. and yr- 
ned inec to it , tor they would not belecue me clſc -butit they 
will not, better igwere ro want credit with them ,thento want 
the fauour of GOID. Petter vnder goe mans vniulſtfuſpition, 
ten GODS 1wft damnation. And what 15 the cauſe that 
ſome mens credit 1s growne lo weak and teeblcythat it will noc 
ftand,vnlette itbe vnderpropped by an oatn ? becauſe they hauc 
io wounded their name, by lying , fraud and couſenape, as 
that men take al} forfalſhood, chat comes fromthem. But, it 
we would deale wuftly,and truly, aud lcade an honeſt life, we 
ſhouldnot nced to vie ſuch fintull ſhitts, to getmento irufl VS, 
For there be many of Gods people, that \throughGods mercy, 
canfay , they haue dealrto honeſtly , and conſcionably with 
men, and haue had futh care ofthenr word and promiſe,as now 
noma, that knorwes them, wili go about to pur them to their 
oat), 
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oath, their bare word may end the controuethie, So that,if v/ec 
would deale plainely and iuſtly with all men, and letthem [ce 
eruthin our words, andfaithfulnefle in our workes , ſuchidle 
atteſtations, to the hurt of our ſoules, would be needelefle, So 
that,to ſweare, whe no oath is required, or accepted, nor car 
cdifie , but rather hurt and gricue the hearers, 15 orcatly to bee 
condemned. 


But, if vaine ſwoaring be a plant ofthe diuels ſetting , and will Wicked 


bring forth fruit of his ſtore , viz. damnation : then, hew mucl} 


more horrible & odious, is that blaſphemous, & furzous,& out -

or reverence. Tf in their hunting, their dogges contentnot their 
mindes, they fall a curſing and ſwearing, as it wereto cafethcir 
diftemperedt{tomack, by ſhamelefle & blafphemous tearing, & 
renting the name of God, If God ciofle them 1n their dice, 
winchare deare tothem,they will croflc him in his glory, which 
is deareſt to him:if he make the dice run againſt chem, they will 
be auenged, their tongues ſhall run as faſt againſt him, Heare 15 
an hart poſſeſled with the diuel},or rather changed into a diuel], 
chat canfindeno other remedie, when they ar crotfſed, and moo» 
ved, but to diſhonour God. As, who ſhould ſay, it1s an cafe and 
pleaſure totheirmind, when they can bring any foule diſgrace 
voro 1s name, ſo muchas in themlicth.

Secondly, an oath muſtnor ke tendred in light and ſmall mat- 
ters, but in things of preat moment . Though the matter bee 
certaine, and, t1our knowledge, ſuch as we may ſafely reſtrhe 
the truth of it : yct,if it be but atrifle, it is not worth an oath. 
In ſuch a caſe, man muft rather beccontent, not to becredited, 
then to call Cods name to witnefle , When Moſes was the 
lulge, hee appointed inferiour Officers, to ve conuerſantin 
ſmaller matters, and onely the greater and weightier matters 
were brought to him, to heareand dectde. Nowthen, ifit 
were not fit fore Fofes to be called to theending , and making 
yp of cuery light and ile controucrfic; much leflc is itfor vs, ro 
dcbaſe God fo much, as to brivg tym in vpon cuery trifle, We 
would count ita very yaſeemely thing, to trouble high Oſhs 
cers and Magiſtrates, with cauſes, which the meancft ner1phs 
bour could arbitrate. And if it be too much di!gracing of a 
Noble mans dignitic, to call him forth, about euery luch thing 
ofno waight; much more profanencflc is it,towards God, and 
ſheweth a heart nothing touched with the greatnefle of his 
Maicſtie, to vrge him to come out of his piace, to deale in fuch 
rifles. Therefore, vnlefſe it be matter, that tends to the glory 
of God, orfome great good of man, to end contentions that 
would be dangerous, and to ſet vnity and good orderamong 
men; wee muſt not bee bolde, to meddle with the name ot 
God, and ſolemnely to callhim, as a witneſle of the thing in 
band, 

Latlly, we muſt doo it with great feare and reverence : as in 
Ecclef, g, 2. itis noted as the marke of a goodman, to feare as 
«th. And though once bethe childeof God , and au oath bee 
required of him, and he know the thing to be cerzainely true, 
and the mattceralſo of waight, worth an oth : yer,if heecome' 
lightly, without anie regard of God, and reverence of that his 
exceljcnt name, he hath failed in his ſwearing, and hath takers 
Gods name in yaine, and isto be humbled forit, For, inthe 
ſecond Pſalme, and the cleuenth verſe, hefaith, Serwe the Lord 
with feare . Now if a man mult notyndertake any ſeruice of 
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Golwithout feare ; muchiefſe mayhe call Godto be a ſpeciall 
witnefſe, and after a ſpeciall manner ſer himiſelfe before him,

the.n,and wicked {cotting and mocking at the word and works 
of God, then any llaunderous reproach, or taunting tearme a- 
pain(t his ncighbour, that 1s but duſt and aſhes [ike binſelfe, 
Thettore,{th men letit{liplocalily,God wil take the nicre no. 
tice ofic, and puniſh it more {harp'y. For, indeed men are farre 
more carctull tor their owne vaine g'ory, then for Gods glory ; 
aid therefore,if God ſhould referit to mens aflifes, it is ſure 1:5, 
cle order would be taken for it. Yea,common'y it 1s ſeeac, tha? 
thoſe, which ſhould reforine, and correct others in this Point, 
hane theraſclucs moſt neede to bee reformed, and corrected : 
and the greateſt rulers, that ſhould moſt reprefic blafphewy, 
ot a! othcrs practile it molt. For,'t they be nener lo little crofled, 
how do they ſecke to eaſe themlelucs, but by violent, and out.

might openly be violated. Now tieceremonics were as a par -

Yea, 
but wee doo but as cuery body dooth, all the countrey doth o, 
why therefore({aith hee) you beeallaccurled, euecn this whole 
nation. If you will do, as every bodydoth,this is all the helpe ; 
you ſhall ſpecde as euery body dooth , you ſhall bee accurſed 
for commpany, if you ſinne for company .. We know alfs, that 
Chriſt, AZar, 21,12. cries out againſt thoſe, which bought and 
foldin the Temple, ard faith, they made ita denne of thecues, 
But isit thefcto buy and ell tor ones money ? to giue warcs in 
exchange for-ſiluer? did they therefore robbe mcn , becauſe 
they ler chem haue good ware for their lawfull coyne?

Bur, if 
men will allow their {eruants recreation, Ictthem allow part of 
Hier ovne time, and be þberall in hat: which is theirs, and 
4OL 1i1thar, vinch God ati piuen themno fuch watrancco gc 
their ſeruants. This is a molt ſhameleſle excuſe : Children and 
{eruancs mult have recreation, therefore they muſt needs diſ- 
honour God, and robbe him of his Sabbath. How wicked 
this ſhift is , will pp care by the like. It children orſeruants 
fhould rob and {tcaſe other mens goods, and mony,and com- 
plaiar be made to the houthoulder of this iniury , that his 
people have done , may (lus beallowed for a good anſweare ? 
You mult beare with them, young mcn mult haue maintc- 
nance, they cannot have meat and Grinke for nothing, they 
muſt needes get moncy,, Ihope you will not fo much con- 
demne herhfor this, woul; t you have thera ſtarue? Nogneither 
would I hauc them (tcale : burfich they muſt haue meanes and 
maintenance 
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maintenance, it is fit, you ſhould allow it, and gue it them of 
your owne,and then hey need: not ſteale, But now men deale 
25 madly,or more madly with God, Children and leruants({fay 
they ) mutt haue recreation. And what of that? Therefore we 
will nor ſpare it them, for our owne ſeruice in the weeke,, but 
they ſhalirake their delight on ſunday, iftaey will haue any,and 

etthey ſhall come to the Church ro0,ond beſtow fome part of 
the day in Godsferuice. This is as bad aſhift as the other, 
For it we hvre a day labourer, and giue him wages,and he couc- 
nant to doc our worke for that day, and after an houre or two, 
ſhould leaue of all, and goeto follow his pleafure, and fay, he 
muſt haue recreation: we would count him little better, then # 
rhiefe or decetver.

tenance it. He that would not ſtand by ,: and ſee his oxe fallinto 
the ditch, but would helpc him out, willlooke on, whulc his 
neighbours ryn headlong to hell, & {ay nota wordto reclaime 
them. This remiſlnefle of men, that arc in ſome cſtimation,in 
the towne , meketh proudyouths ofr.times,ſo audacious, to.ct 
themſelues openly againſt the miniſters doctrine, & as it were 
by thepractiſcin the heate of luſt, tocontrary him, euen whey 
he is reprowxing anyſin, when thedoGtrinc is yet hote,, andrhe 
ſound of his voice is Icatce gone out of their eares, then to run, 
openly to gaine-ſay that, which was taught in the church, fo 
ſconec astheycome out ofthe church. This ſtrength of impierie 
proceedeth hence (I ſay) that the miniſter hath no helpe, none 
aath zeale of Gods glory,ſo that heis grieued athis diihonour, 
none hath ſo much charitic, & compaſſion ouer his neighbours, 
25toſecketo pulthem out ofthe danger of hell fire; tor, if bur 
twoorthree, or fome more ofthe ancient men that have ſome 
ruthoritie. & (way, inthe cogregation, would ivinc their hands

Hence then we learne this doctrine, that whoſocuer GCeſireth 
co live godly, muſt propole the example of C504 to himiclfe to 
imitate. Thus,Ephe, 5.1. the Apottle wilheth them to followe 
the example of God as deare children: he had before exhorted 
ther to courteous behauiour and gentlenes; bur he hat done 
me wrong, faith ſome man, how can I deale kind'y with hin 2? 
why,faith the Apoſtle, recly torgiue him. Burt who would pur 
vp this wrong paticutly ? God would : and therefore doe You 
follow God,and imitate him, God doth not preſently ſeeke re- 
uengerfany! man breake his lawes, but victh all gentle meanes 
to bring himto repentance, and cocauſehimrommes ih doc 
you,thenyou tread in Gods ſteps. Indeede fome froward man 
would take a more yoilent and boiſterous courſe: bur if you wil 
be acounted the child of God, bought with the blood -11-rmaprl 
andregenerate with the ſpirit of God: you muſt rather bee 1 
rected by his exemp'e then mans, ad then there isno berte; 
argument that you are the Son of God, androturcr proofetra:

Now the reaſon why 1t is beſt to ſet God before vas apat- 
terne, is, becauſe his example is fo abſolute in al!

& luch good men'hauc had their ſlips, & no man liverh ſo holy, 
but as Saint Lames, 3,2. ſaith, I» many things we /inne all, But the 
example of God is fo exact, and alrogether righteous , without 
ally (pot at ary time, thatno ſuch thing canbe alleadoed againſt 
It. 

Secondly , if one make God his example, he ſhall grow ber. 
ter and better, becauſe {hill he ſhall come ſhort of the matke he 
aimerh at, and neuct be able to artaine to the pertection which 
is in his example; ſo that {1:{lhe ſhall haue calling, and caute to 
increaſe, and goc forward, If one fetman for his coppy, e:ther 
he may write as well as his coppy, oratlcaſt hee may imagine 

that he doth, and then he ſtandsata lay, and thinketh he hath 


profited {uihciently : but this example 18s not ſubie& ro ſuch 


CONCeit , No man cither can, or will dreame that he can bee as 
good 25 Cod - ſo thathere thi iloccaton of mending and 1- 
crcaling. 

Thirdly, he chat ſolloweth the examples of men, hath grear 
meanes of pride, and to be pufted vp : for, comparing himſclfe 
with men,he 15 not putin mind ofhis faults, but rather thinketh, 
This & tris l haue done better then the niof) ,and in moſt chings 
I am cquall to the beſt, & lo is in great danger to be puffed yp, 
but now when he leaving men) lookerh ro GOD: he ſceth ſo 
much imperfection in himlelte, and ſuch infinite righteouſnes, & 
roovdrefiem God, as that vpon this compariſon! nc groweth 
more humble, and iowly', and to know himfelte more; {o that, 
though he grow better euery day thcn other, yet he thinkerh 
mortc of kinſelfc eucry day en other: and hath a Creater 1N- 
foht into lus owne corruption, by "oak muchhee gets more 
$Þre1 1th again! [11s Corruption, Intheſeregards therfore, & for 
theſe realons, 1t15 mol] late and profitable to make Gods EX 
amp learulc for our iclues, and to tullow it lo necre as wwe can 
inal things. 

This then may ſerve for the confutation of thoſe men , that,

So dealr Z pporawithe Moſes thee heipedine ze 
to ſave his life, by circumcifing Fs fonne, which hintlelfe in ex- 
rrenuty of Hcknefſe was nor able to performe : but then ſhee 
rated him, and inueighes againſt him, calling him a bloudy hus-

This 
lkewile may ſcrue for comfort to thoſe gouernours, that are iy 
a poorer & lower condition; That God hathalotred ynto them, 
as much honour 1n their place, as to the greateſt Prince in the 
World. For, the poore man1s as well the heade of his Wife, as 
the Kino is the head of the queene, And the meaneſt parents & 
maſters areas much tobeaccouned of, intheir families,as if they 
had all the wealth in the World . Tacrefore,thcy ſhould beare 
theit pouerty ſo much the more patiently, becauſe no pouerty 
© lownciie of cheircitace, can gue licence tothe miteriors , to 
eftecmeany whitthe woilco!them : andifiheinferisrs do for 
Lis Cauſe deſpife them, they tinneagunlt God, au d doiniury 
yntothem, and God will be reucnged of them accordingly. So 
much forthis, that God bids the chilge honour his'owne father, 
howlocucr matters ſtand, in regard of his {tate and condition 
of life. 


FHoneur th y Father aud fIMother 


Heſe dutics of the natural child, commanded in theſe words, 

are comprehiended vnder theſe three heads; Reuercnce,, O- 
bedience, and Thankfulnefle. This reverence, whicn 1s ficlt re- 
quired, muſt be both inward andoutward, 1n the heart, and in 
thcbehauiour., And ifone pretend the inward reucrence, and 
ihew it notoutwardly, this 1s but difſcmbling, and falſbood, 
for it cannot bee within, but it will ſhew it lelfe withours ſo 
that, it muſt bee both inward inthe hcart, and outward in the 
catriage of our body, The inward is commaunded, Lewit:Cus, 
19,7. Tee ſhall feare, enery mar, bs mother and father and keepe 
my Satbath. In theſe words GO D commaunds the lubſtance cf 
the whole law.both inthe firft and iccond table : and forthe 
;ccond table, hee begins with the firft commandement oft, 
Feare crerie man bis mother, One wouid hauec thougnt lice

Sorhacr 
reucrence of the hcart is required of childeren, The fecond 
branch of reverence isin the outward behaujour ; as in bow- 
1w8tothem, in{tanding bare, & putting off beforethem, 1 an 
humble and lowly countenance and behamour , whenthe 
parerits ſpeake to tem, or they vnto their parents. Andihis 
the example of /sſeph ſhewes Geneſ, 49, Hee was a great 
prince, and his father in great want , andliuedat his finding; 
he had hisfight, and his father with age was blind, and there- 
forc could notlece, whar Juty his fonne performed rohim : yet, 
whenhe comes to his pooreblind father, he bowes to the 
ground, and behaves himfe!fe as humbly, as if his farhcrhad 
benea mightie man , and had his ſicht as perfectly , as cuer 
inhis lite before : Becauſe, he knew, that neither poucrty not 
blindneſſe could ſet them free from the charge of God. Therc- 
tore he being Prince, 1s as dutifvll, in revercnt behauiour 
to his father a poore man, asif his father had betie a prince,

him ſo mucl:,as the conſcience and regard of l.is duty, hich 
hee knewe was nothing [cfſcds So, King Salermon , when

When one gets 
his goods ſoill, and enricneth hinifelfe by withnolding other 
mens dues, though the man ſhould be filent and laynot ins 
yet his necefficie, h1s belly,and his backe, wou'd make an nide- 
ous out-cry before Go 0d, till hee had executed lis vengeance, 
And, ſor ſinning in this braunch of this commanement, Tebs7- 
achin was blamed, leremie.22,143.10.20.ver. Which 1s 10 much 
therather to be noted, becauſe moſt men thinke thatthe dig= 
ty of the perſons, may make ſome excule for t]16ir finme ; but it 
1s not ſo, Forzifany might vſe the labour of an other without 
recompence, then might the king, who is the ſoueraigne Lord 
ofall:yethe;being a king, isreproued by God for this. Hee is 


charged, 
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charged,that hee built his houſe without equity, How 1s that 
proucd ? Hee vſed his netghbour without wages, and give, 
Limnot for his worke. And for this cauſe and hs filthy couc- 
couſnefſe,the Lord would not vouchlate him the commontio- 
nour of men,ro be coucred withearth when hee was dead, but 
kce ſhould bee buricd as an afſle, {iript of all hee had, and then 
dragd without the city, throwne out, that his carcaſſe might be 
{oode forbeaſts and birds. And what was his cr;me?eucn this, 
{ice did not reward the poore, but {erued himlclte ypon them, 
And thus this c6;mandement is brokenjn omitting theworkes 
of mercy, and innot paying (ufficient wages and in due cime, 
co thoſe,to whome it is due, 

The omiſſion of the duty to the ſoule,is either of ſuperiours, 
or interiours. Of ſuperiours, firſt and chiefly of the miniſter, I 
he doc not preach,and admoniſh his people plainly and faith- 
fully,he is guilty of murdering & deſtroying their ſoules. Ag 
in Ezck.3 3,8. If he tell not the peopl: of their jirmes, they ſhall dye 
inthem but their blowd ſhall be re guired at bij hand. Andit he doe 
tell rhemgthough they amend not, he is free:as Par ſaith, I avs 
#nrocent of the Llood of all men. At.20,26,and why?becanſe ] haye 
zold you all theconnſellof Coa,andkept wothing backe. So-tor other 
pouernours alſo,as parcts & maſters of families: for cuery mar 
isa bihopinhis owne houtle, For fo it is ſaid, Dewt,6, 7, Thes 
(9 I/racl (alt teach theſe things unto thy chilarengheuſhalt talk of 
tems 5c. Thoſethen that hauc no care to teach their childre, & 
{cruants to know God,or to come tothe word of God, wherce 
by they may be lancttfied, & broughtto ſaluatis ; ſuch imbruc 
tneir hands with the blood of their ſoules, & are guilrtic of cru. 
|cy,becauſe,through their negligence, they let thoſe, that arc 
committed to their charge, run headiong to their deſtruction. 
Sucharc thoſe, (again{t whoſc ſoule, this charge ſhall lyc hard 
=: the day ofthe Lord) thatneuer ſo much as require or per- 
{wadethcir iafcriours to come to heare Gods word,and to vic 
fuchexcrciſes,as may encreale their knowledge, but rather per. 
mit,yca incouragethem to breake the Lords tabbathand ſpend 
i: 19 fooliſh and wicked praGtiſes,'cither at home ore's abroad, 
And torinferiours,they alſo,when they will not cake inflruy-

canceof God, Now,that is vnaduiſed & finfull anger, which 
cicher hindreth one from doing good,to the perſon with whs 
he is offended, by praying for him, or kindly admoniſhing 
nim,or clic when itis concciued without ſufficient cauſe,or ex- 
ceedeth either inthe time or in the meaſure. As Pax faicth,#- 
pheſ, 4, Let not the ſunne goe downe vpon your wrath wor pine place 
wto the dimell.

thar,could we conſider our owne offences, how rebellions we 
havc been acainft God, and how ofcen iniurious to men, this 
would make vs more quiet, & to take more dcliberatts before 
wewere oftended ſo marcli with our neighbour; it wil aſlwapc, 
delay , and take away the edge of our raſh anger againſt the 
weakeneſles of others, 

Secondly,labourto pet wiſedome,alwaies,and in cuery thing 
to behold Gods prowdece, to ſee his hand ruling cuery thing, 
and to perſwade our ſelues,thatall things come to paſſe accor-

EN expounder of ir,doth teſtifie, Afa,x,27+ 
T ſay wnto you, hee that leoketh pon a woman to luſt after her, hath 
committed adultery with her already , in his heart. They of old, 
ſaith hee (meaning the Phariles) had faid : Thor ſhalt not com 
wut adultery, extending the commandement no further, rnen 
to the grofic at: and that they would not haue men commit, 
becauſc it would bring reproach ypon their name , aud death 
ynto their body. But Chriſt requires a farre greater puritie, 
and ſhewes,that the adultery of the heart is odious to (50d, as 
wel as that of the body ; and that men cannor more cafily lee, 
and petceiuc that outward filthines, then hee doth the inward, 
For,he hath pure eyes , that can abide none mnquitie, and hce 
ſearcheththe heart and remes, An vncleaue heart, therefore, 
wiſhing towle things and mcqitating vpon tilchinefle, is moſt 
hatcfulco God, | Vu 

The vſe of this,is,to condemne thoſe, that, when they.care 

Gods curſe againſt the tranſgreilors ofthis commandement, 
concerning adultery;thinke,it they haue not broken forth into 
the outward action, they ares free,and out of the gun-thot : that 
pertaines not vnto them. Buclert them knowe, thatii they 
hauc an ill heart, though men cannot charge them with the 1 
a&, yet Godcancharge them with the cull raought, andebaty _,. 
they are lyable ro Gods curle, aſwell as thoſe that offend out> polite ac. 
wardiy, Inceedethere be degrees, and the increale of finne curted befor 
brings an increaſe of judgment : and oroflcr finnes ſhall haye ©vs- 
more grieuous plagues : butthe leaſt fauit 1s ſufficient io con- 
demnethem, And they that will not bumble them{clues, nor 
care for inward motions,will(ifoccaſion be offered) ealily bee 
drawneto the outward pradiſe. For it luſt haue concciued, Im, x, 


is brings forth finne, And hee that will not zeliraine it in 
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the conception,ſhall not be able to hinderitinthe birth, Ther= 
fore, he that would not haue finne borne,muſt not ler luſt cons 
ceiue, but Jabour earneſtly to kill it in the womb,as it were, For 
howſocuer, thought be free in reſpect of theſight and Jawe of 
men,yet it is not frce from G O D, nor from his lawe, which 
was not onely giuen toreforme and rule the outward manners, 
but the ſoule alſo and the affetions, 

Secondly, this ferueth for the inftruQtion of thoſe, which 
naue thus oftended, that they muſt repent and crave pardonat 
Gods hands,and intreate him of his mercy to kill this luſt, and 
to wafſh away the filthineſle of their heart ; that they may not 
onely bee freed from the iudgement of God due 4 =: wi 
but al:o may hinder the birth of ſofilthy a monlter, as will pro- 
cecede of tilis ſoilla conception. In other conceptions, itis a 
foule faulc,after the conception to take any thing, that may hins 
dertheencrealc and birth of it, But in this conception, itis the 
greateſt yertue & ſafeſt way to rake ſuch a receipt as ſhall quite 
Kill jr,that it may neuer come forth to light, And this receipt is 
onely to repent and crave pardon:for elſe Godwill bring their 
ſecret ſinne to open ſhame; & their inward hilthy delireroout-. 
ward publike diſgrace. 

Now the meanes to purge ones heart,& ro make it cleane 
and pure from ſuch filthy affections: is,fir{t, to pray to Godof- 
ten and earneſtly,to purific the heart, and to fanctific ay his 
:oly ſpirit. Then ſecondly, to be faithtull and diligent in ſome 
honeſt and lawfull calling, that they may buſie the heart ypon 
ſomething lawfull and profitable. For, iUJleneſic is the mother 
of foule Juſts, Asaltanding poole(not hauing any courſe of 
running )growes filthy of itlelfe ,and full ottoades and filthy 
vermine: ſo the heart that is not taken vp in ſome good and 
honeſt calling, isafit place for the divell,to breedeand engens 
derall monſtrous and filthy luſts. Idlenefſe procures loſt, no- 
thing more. As, what was the reaſon why the Sodomries grew 
ſo filthy and yncleane , that no people cuer were ſo beaſtly? 
Becauſe, hauing the moſt fruitfull and abundant country 
imthe world(for it was likethe garden of GOD that yeeldcd 


themall c6mo dirty and profit)they grew -rich,& then ike yo 
| Jift 
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liſh men,did ſertle themſclues to nothing elle, but their eaſe 8 
delight. Theirnature wasno worſe then others : but theiridle- 
nes ſo corrupted cheir hearts , as the diuell had liberty to caſt 
in,& they leaſure ro purſue all monſtrous and yncleane delices 
whatſocuerzthis was the cauſe tney were ſo outragious. 

Alſo temperance in mearte and drinke,watching and faſting, 
as neede doth require, and as our ſ{trength may beare. Thele 
meanes(by Gods bleſſtn: ). will ſlay theſeluſts,and empty the 
hearr of fuchill deſires, that one (hall haue a pure and chaſte 
heart. But if that,all cheſe means being 'vſed (notwithſtanding) 
theſe luſts will nor be ouercome , bur ill ariſe and ftill over. 
burden the heart, and ſet it on fire with ill defircs, andthe fle;h 
will not bee humbled, then one mult ſeeke the remedy of mas 
riage,and pray to God to giue hima yoakefellow;and then we 
may looke that God ſhould heare our requeſts. For, when wee 
haue done our indeuour to beate downeour fleſh,and yet cans 
not ſo tame it, but that wee ſtand in neede of an hel this 
waics,then God hath called ys to the eftatc of matrimony;and 
as he hath giuen vs a calling, ſowe may hope that he will giue 
vsſucha one as ſhall bea comforter tovs, and an helper both + 
for this life and the life co come. And ſo much forthe inward 
breach,

The outward breach of this commandement hath many Outward 


braunches. Butthe chicte are comprehended by the Apoftle

high breach of this commandement, becauſe they breake 
tbe cournant of G O D. For when they come together inei- 
ther of theſe knots, they may doea couenant not onely one 
with another, bur G O D 'himſelfe (that hath appoin- 
ted the ordinance) that,they will faithfully and truly keepe 
their infidelitie one to the other:and therctore if they deale vn- 
chaſtly,ir is, not onely vniuſtly done one co another, but they 
bs | forſeut 
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'orfcittheir bond to God,even their fajuation, & provoke hig 
curſe. both on thc ſfoule and body. Andthis exceedingly ag - 
provarey the hnne of adulterers, That hauing come in the f1pht 

fGod.and bctore men and arpels, tO make acoucnanc, there 
iſo 1 the face, and by the voice of the congrega 1ciON, craucd & 

Dicl: na of God vpon their proceedings , they abuſeGad jan - 
gels,menand all by breaking their ca in poliuting theic 
bo dd! ICS. 

But,how orieuous andyiica toning this 1s, the il affects that 
follow of; T doc declare, Thefirſtis ter Jaweor Pron,s,n, It

his cad, Secondly, Prox,6,2 6, The ho:y Ghoſt faith, it brings 
onetoa mor{icllofbread,that is, to extreame pPouecrty. Ando 

Iob,3r,1 2.{aith of this fhinne, 7 hat had bene A fire tohane rooted 
ot all mireericrcaſe, this will make ſporie and havocke of all 
that a man hath, Thirdly, it conſumes not onely the goods and 
body, but t] cirisafurther conſumption then allthis, hee thae 
doth it,defl royes his own foule; heforteits his body & goods, 
Fourthly, he octs a perperuall blot to his name, that he ſhalne- 
uerbeableto put away,vnlefle he doe truly repent, and ſo ger 
it waſhed away by the blood of Chiilt chat wil make all cleane, 

But elſe he ſhall haue a ſhamefull name and an illreporr. All 
the braucapparell, allthe bribing and celouring inthe world, 
will not couer this blot of the name and eſtimation. For, he is a 
needlefſe theiefe,no: ſtealing for neceſſity,bur of preſumption, 
and therefore deſerues no pitty. Wee ſee, thatifathcifcvpon 
neceflity (as it ſeemes to him, though indeed no neceſſity 
ſhould make a man finne) lor filchor t Neale form his neigh- 
dours,menſhewe ſome kindiof mercy, and doc notaltogether 
ſo much abhorre it : but when one haththe rcinedy, and hath 
proteſled 
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profeſſed his thankfulnelſe to God forthe helpe, and his con- 


rented reioycing in it, he is ancedlefle thiefe , he ſhall finde no 
mercy,but he deſtroyes his ſoule, and makes his name to ftinke 
among mey. Fiftly, he that doth commut adultery, dothnor 
onely deftroy his owne ſoule , buthe doch what he can to de- 
{troy an others ſoule too, and ſorokili two at once:and im this 
regard this fnne is worlethenentherthett or murder. For it a 
thiefe ſhould fitip a man of all he had, and(beſides that)take a. 
way his life alſo, the man fo wronged where notene whit the 
worie man fora'l this, but his ſoule might goe to keauen, af ct 
as it he had dycd in his bed: butneor ſhe,that enticeth an other 
to commit adultery, robbes the party ot ſaluation ſo farre as itz 
them lyes. Forliule dothele allurers know, whether eucr the 
other ſha!l repent or be connuerted from this inne.. For this 
is ſuch a wound, as no Phy fitian can lay his hand to heale it, bur 
the holy Ghoſt; no medicine can cure it, butthe blood ofthe 
ſon of God, This is not to {poyle his body, buttheſoule: a tar 
more dangerous thing thenrobbing. For,though one thould 

make the blood to runne about ones eares,wita many wounds: ; 
yet there where nope that one mighthnd fome ski.full Chitar- 

ion to make ail whole againe : huthe that hath ſtricken (0 

deepely into the {oule & conſcience,and hath kineled the fire of 
Gods vengeance inthe heart, now knows he wiether this (11215 

euer be healed? And what a fearcfull thing is it tobe aninſtru- 

ment to draw another into hell, andrto anincurable milery, 
Laſtly, befides ailrhis, anadulterer'is a thiefe, by foyſting his 
his child into another mans poſleflion, For, what greater wrong 
or indignity can be off.rcd to away, thenro hauc his patrim: 0. 
ny andall his Jaboutrs left to a baſtard, the iced oft Ivs moreall e- 
nemy? Forcf all menin the world, he would be moſt ynwilling, 
ithe knew of1t,to bettowit on hun;much r:ther would he cive 
Ir,to a {tranger nhom he ncuer knew before, then to ene that 
bad to ſhain+tul'y 2buſed him; and could better find in his bare 
to leaue his goods vntoa vayrant beggar, then tothat baſtard, 
whom yowittingly now heicedes and clothes, and whoihall 
enioy all his labour.

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The third outward breach of this commandement followes, 
And that is yncleannes £ which is either vanacurall, or natural}, 
Vunaturall, \vithothers , as Sadompy praftiſed ofthe Sodomntes, 
condeinncd, Ro,1,27, when man mth mar worss wichednes, wo:

tcrrour of conſcience, & horrible feares in their minde, or elſe 
with trenine, and madncife. Vieſe puniſhment; haue often fc!] 
{/ the prattiſers of this {ecret{in,& then all goes abroadgthe 
ey, ay open, and yomir out all their ſhame, and bawſoence 

they ſcemed chaſte and pure before, yer,now cheicfilthineſſess 
brought to light.

and alſo by bis written word ? And this was to be punihed 
with death in both parties, the old law, becauſe the time and 
maner of ſeperation was then inſtituted, Alſo in marriavc, one 
may deale vacleanly by exceſſe, for wantof moderation. For as 
a man may bea wicked drunkard with his owne drinke, and a 
glutton, by cxceſſ1ue deuouring of his owne meate:lo likewiſe, 
one way be yncleane, inthe immoderate vic of the martiave 
bed. And this fin,though the hand of the mapiſtrate cannot PU- 
niſhit, yet Gods hand often finds it ouft, & the children divers 
times proue monſtrous, and miſhapen, and leprous, orelſc idi- 
ots and natralls, orelſe rery vngodly and ſtubborne, And 
thus God mectes with theſe ſecret finnes by iudgement, when 
men will notmeere with them by repentaunce. 

The laſt breach of this comandemct,is in wantonneſle, which 
;5 the preparation & foundation for al the former coſilting cis 
ther in things belonging tothe dody, or the body itſeife, In 
things belonging ro the body,as in coſtly appareI!. Netthar, 
thereſhould notbe things fitting the eſtate, &that there were 
nota diuerfity of degrees to behad : but in no cſtate or degree, 
may one be ſo exceſſiue, as to hinder-himſcfe trom good works 
of mercy and religion; that one ſhould nor beſtowe to much 
time intr.mming the body, as hee can hayeno time for trim- 
ming his loule; and betlow fo much colt in rich apparell, as he 


can {pare nothing to betow on paore Saints.

prouiding any thing of profit for the common-wealth, bur 
onely in ſetting orthembaluc by nevw faſhions, that 9M new 
tricke or fooliſh deuile could come vp, bur Qraight they muſt 
haucit, Yea,they neuerthought theimſelues well, vnwill they 
were beginners of lome new-fanolcd inuention, concerning 
their attyic,that other tolkes might looke at es ,and lult af- 
terthein. And theſe kind of perſons, how euertheyſecme 
hincin their owne cies ,yerthey be filthy, in Gods eyes. Allo 
in excelſiue dict,too much meate and drinke. For one cannot 
lay on more fewel, but he {hall haue a-greater flame ; ſo ſtuſhng 
ones {elfe with meatc and drinke,wil! make che bane More Out- 
ravious inalleuil lults, As the Propherſaith, 7 hey riſewp full, 
my chen they nigbea after their nergh bors wines, asafed Gee after 
his meate;torthough this bea homely compariſon, yet the holy 
Ghoſt vſet] \itto make the f11ne more Joathſome. Allo, incx- 
cc{huc {lcepineſle and {luggitInefle ; when a man liues\(o, as 
ncither the worlde , northe place where he liucs, ſhall be any 
whitthe better forhium , buthe giues himſelfe onelyto take 
his caſe, and reft his body:zto do nothing bur eatc and diinke, 
and fleepe: abuking that ume {lothfully, which God hath given 
to do good,and get fome knowledge of God,and aſſurance of 
faluation.Such maner pertons be wantons, and bv the Apoſtle, 
putinine number of filchy per{ons, that ſhall not inherit cter- 
nall life. Alſo in the bo & cyitlelfe, and rhatis either m the parts 
orthe whole. In theparts, as aneye full ofJult, as Pere fauh, 
that Conſeth not 'o (imne. Though the body imetimay ceaſeth 
for want of occatton, or for weakeneſle, yet thecye is alwaies 
buſedin ynchaſte and wonon lookes, 'Allo the tongue in vn- 
halt & wanton ſongs, & reading loue bookes, of daliance and 
ilthineffe,vhich is akind of contemplative fornication, They 
that made thew, be wantons,& tholethat read them . So cuery 
other gefture chat ſtirs vp ones {elfe, or any other, purpoſely to 
luſt, that 1s wantennefle : as the wife man faith, thats wicked 
an makes a figne with his finger, & {peakes with his eye, 

The whole bodyi 15 abuſed rowantonnes in immodelt dan- 


cing. For here eucry.part is abufed to dalliance, the eye, the 
hand

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hand, the footc, and all in meeting, in embracing and ſuch like. 
All the ation is nothing but the profeſſion of an vnchalt hearr, 
Here 15 an artificiall grace, an artificial! paſe, an artificiall coun. 
renance, andincuery parta wicked art isaddedto encreaſc the 
naturall hlrhincfle; and if you call it a ſport, it 15 a very diucli}; 
ſport to vſe the badly as annaſtrument of wantonnefſe,and an i; 
Tecrawni tofornication and adultery. 

Thoſe allo hauc offended in wantonefle,that giue themſelucs 
libertic ro be prelent, and ſec ſuch things as be practiſes of wan- 
ronneſſ*,as ftage playes, which ferue for nothing but to nourith 
hlthincfle; and where they are molt vied,there filthincile 1s moſt 

ractiled : where the man 15 clorhed with womans apparrel,and 
chat ordinarily is putin vic, which the Lord calleth abhon:nati- 
on. Thisis a way to breede confuſion of ſexes, and ith> a plaine 
belying of the ſexe. Thoſe then that hauec thus hurt themiclues, 
or others, mult craue pardon,and repent; and thoſe parents, that Deut,22,x, 
themſelues in youth have taken [tbertie this way, mult reſtraine 
their children : contrary tothe -ommon praCt iſe of impure pa- 
rents that haue themſclues bene olde fornicators and wantons, 
and now when they are ſpent, it doth them good, and makes 
their hart glad to ſce their yong children treadein theirlteppes , 
and run madding and skipping vp and downe , with all wanton 
and vn ſcemely behaviour, This, howſoeuer men make but ſport 

ofit,yet God will nottolerate it;for if he cannot put vp the abuſe 
of one member alone , to wantonneſle, he wil neuer endure that 
the whole body ſhovid be thus abuſed;Thus much ofthe ſenenth 
Commandement, concerning preſeruing our owne and othcrs 
Chaltitic; The next is, concerning goods, 1n the eight Comman- 
dement, which is as followeth.

HE inward breach of this commande=

Forgas inthe for- 
mer commandement, the filthy concu- 
piſcence of the heart, was counted adul- 
tery before God, though vncleane pra« 
Fe ifs did not breake ftoorth : ſo here , 
hee that inwardely longeth after his 
neighbours 


14. He(deſctibing wicked menfaith)They hauc heartes exercs- 
fedin conetouſneſſe. Though they durlt not give ſuch libertie 
to their hands, yet it was the occupation of their hearts, to bee 


alwayes ſtealing , alwayes deſiring that which was none of 


theirs. Eucn as the thoughts & defires ofa chriſtianare duſted 
in thinking of the life ro come , & of their latter end, & how to 
glorifie God while they live : ſotheir deſires & hearts were al 
wayes wandering & purſuing after another mans goods, this 
was all the exerciſe of their hart.So Aſicha, 2,2, They conct fields, 
andtakethem by force. 

Firſt the heart luſteth,then there is no ſtay,the yiolfice of their 
luſtes carries them headlong, 8 they cannot beat quiet,till chey 
| have vadone a man,& ſpoiled him offils gangs 

And this was Achanstirſt beginning of theeuery. He ſawe 2 
faire garment &a wedge of gold, that was no particular mans, 
indeed, buc he knew it was none of his, for God had chalenged 
the ſpoyle of all that cittic to himiſelfe. Bur he thought that there 
was cnough for God and him too, and therefore he ler his hare 
looſe to defireit, and then he could nothold his hands off, bue 
cookeit, to his owne deſtructio , & the ytter ruine of his whole 
family, for they were all put to death, and the firſt beginning 
was his coucting heart, So Ahab,ſceing hew comodiouſly Na- 
boths vincyard lay to lus palace, tnought he might make him a 
faire garden there, and might hauea goodly priuate walke cloſe 
to his houſe, and therefore he would fainehaue it. And theryps 
he ſends for Naborb, & offers him ſome conſideratio for it; but 
Naboath knew that he might not alicnate his poſſeſſio from him- 
ſelf,that God had giuen him, therefore heſayes him nay,But his 
deſire was ſo importunate & earnelt, that it would take no nay, 
and therfore he was cuen ſick with greife & defire of that which 
wasnone ofhis. And then there was no way left,but Natsb 
mult be {lainc ,& by hooke or crooke Ahab mvit have the vine- 
y_ , and ſo Nabethslife and vincyard were both raken away: 

ut ſo , that Ahab deſtroyed his owne family and poſteritieby 
this cuill couctouſnefle, | 
| | | Aa 4 The 
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neighbours goods , is atheefe before Gods judgement ſeate, 
— he flay his hand fromtaking ofthem, Soint, Tet.2. 
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The vſe that we mult make of this, 1s, that though we haute 
neuer done any man wrong in one penny, yer we muſt repent 
torthe wrong of the heart,and thelecret defire of the ſoule, or 
elſe before God we are culpable of the breach of this comman- 
dement, and lyabie to the plague of God torit. Seconaly, we 
muſtlearne to reftraineonrdecires, and keepe 11 the w andring 
Lifts of ourheart: for that which is a finne to take before men, 
isa fin to wiſh before God: thertore we mult bind our minds 
and {ences to the good abearing, Now the way to expell this 
wicked and greedy couetoutnetie of wealth,'s to conlidertheſe 

wo things: Firſt, the ſmall or no good thatriches can do them, 
that haue them , Secondly, the certaine hurt that the defire of 
them will bring. For the ground of couetouinetle is this, thar 
men haue a falle and fooliſh inumagination, that wealth will 
bring ſome happineflc; and if they hadriches in good ſtore, 
thenchey ſhout:) be 1n good ſafety,& 1n an happy cafe. But tha 
riches can make ones eſtate nothing the betrer, it isproued in 
the Pſal,62,10,11,12, Ifriches increaſe ſet net thine heart vpou 
them, He wouid hauc one let his heart be never a whit (et to 
his wealth, and deeme himlelfe nothing the better for the 1n- 
creaſe of the. But is not onethe better,and hath he not cauſe to 
be more glad when his purſe js full of mony,& his houſe ftored 
with riches,then ifhe had neuer afarthing ? No ſure, not one 
wor. And he pines three reaſons, 

Firſt,ſfaith ke, God ſpake once or twice,and | hrard it , Power be- 
longeth into God. Thisis thereafon ; Nothing hath any power 
to doa man any good but God, Therefore, if he haueal] the 
wealthinthe world, his wealth cannot helpe him , it cannot 
keepe away any tudgment, it cannot free him from deathnor 
frem hell, but one may as ſoone goeto hell from wealth, as 
woe : the rich man may paſſe into torment as well as the verieſt 
begger aliue, Nay,it cannot warde oft one ftroke of God from 
{ule 6r body in this like, it cannot Keepe away ſickncs, nor the 
cauſes thereof. 1f then they be ſo weak, that he who hath them, 
is nothing the neerer to any good, nor further from any euill; 
why ſhould one either earneftly defire them, or greatly reioyce 


when he hath them? Secondly , Torhee O Lord belmgeth mercys

There isno mercy burtin God, nor kindneffe but from God: 
and thata man 1s kindly entreated , it is not from wenlch, bur 
trom God that puts louc into mens hearts. For if our wayes be 
plcafing vnto God, hee wiil make our enemies to become our 
triends, though we be neuecr ſo poore ; and contrarily, it our 
waties diſpleate him , hee will make our friends, our foes, and 
thoſe that owe vs molt duty, and have heretotorc ſhewed moſt 
Joue ynto vs,to be our molt bitter enemies, ali] ſceke our oucr- 
throw though we be neuer forich. Asin Dawd, vhen he had 
ſinned again(t God heraited vp his ſonneagaintt him, who not= 
withſtanding his wealth & kingdome , ſought his life & would 
haue killed him. Thirdly, Thou O Lord rewardcſ ener y One accor- 
dmg 10 his works. That ts another reaſon, becaule God lookes t© 
workes,notto wealth,when he comes to indgment, As it he hac 
ſajd:imoſt men dreame thar it ſhall goe withithem according tC 
their goods and riches,that they haue heaped vp. This were true 
indecede,it there were no God,or elſe anidle God, as Epicures 
imagine that fits aſleep in heauen, & cares not how things goe 
with men im the world:bur if there be a God that gouernes the 
world,that is awake, & hath the ordering of matters, then the 

ucſtion is, notwhat man hath, but what he hath done : not 
what riches, but what grace and goodnes he poſſeficth, For tn 
ſhall haue ſhame, andhe thatis godly, mercitull, and humble, 
ſhall haue glory, and be ſaucd, 
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Pron,s”, 


Sichitis ſo, that riches are ſo little profitable or auailable, this Immoaderzte 


muſt keep out of our hearts this f1nfull deſire of riches, that can- mw of riches 
robe auoided, 


not profit, Secondly, as riches are ſure to doe ysr0 googd,lo 
weare ſure that the gefire ofthem willl doe vs much hurt : and 
as there is no helpe from having, fo there iscertaine danger 
fromthe coueting. For, inTimerhy, the Apottte calleth it the 
roote of all euill, Where this is,there finne aboundeth,there is 
no cui]l that a man willabſtaine from , it it may procure his f1!= 
thy lucure , he will forbeare nothing that may further hi, gainc, 
neither will hee do any good that ſeemeth contrary to his pro 
fit. Therefore the daunger is great that accompanies couctouſ- 
nefle, an the ruſhing intoall kind of miſchiefe and wic= 
kednefſe, and the neglecting and omitting of cucry thing that 
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is good, For it ſtaycth fromthe cheife meanes of ſaluation, and 
hindreth the working of theſe meanes in them. How itkeepes 
men from the word & the ſacramet, Chriſt ſhewes inthe para. 
ble L»k.14.18. Some had oxcn and could notcome , ſome 
had farmes and mult be excuſed; in py couetous 
wan hath ſome pul-backe from religion : or if happily, he ſome 
times ouercome thatlet by much ho , &ſtepin atthechurch 
doore, and fet him downe before the preacher, yet the holy 
ghoſt ſheweth how he is occupied ; ſpeaking to Exzechiel, hee 
faith that they fat down before him indeed : but though he was 
a man of rare gifts and very cloquent, yet theirhearts went after 


their couccouſneſlc. So that a coucrous mans heart is in conti, 


nuall trauaile,chough his body fic till ; for his meditations and 
thoughts are ſo euer moyling & rooting inthe carth; ſo that, he 
can piue no atteiition tothe word, nor matrke any thing thatis 
ſpoken. | 

But yee!d, that ſometimes a paſſionof attention come ypon 
him, admit that, he can frame to giue care to that which1s (po. 
kenyvnto him, yet allis fruitleſſe, he gets no good ; for the cares 
of this world, like thorns, choake the good ſeed of the word, 
that no fruit can come vp. And thus we ſce what miſchiefe a 
couetous heart brings , thatno meanes of God can worke any 
good ypon ſuchaman, Theſe _ therefore beinp well 
weighed and pondered, will ay vs from the yaine deſires of 
thelc vanities, and fooliſh doting vpon theſe iuletiifles, that a 
worldly man with ſo great paine doth huatafter. And thugs 
much of the inward breach of this commandement. Now 
followes the outward , which is cither publike , orpriuate, 
Publike, as church robbery , which God himlelfe Ps faule 
withallin 2alac.z.8.Where,he chargeth them to hauc robbed 
him; whercin? (ſay they)mv riches andoffrings, faith God, So that, 
ro take to ones ſelfe thoſe things that God hath appointed to ree 
I:igious vſcs and for his ſcruice, that is to robbe and ſpoile God 
himſclſe, ofthat which he hath challenged to himſelfe. Andin 
the proucrbs , Selemon ſaith, Jt ir abhomenation to dewonr things 


ſanttified : thatis, to conuert things ſanCtified and appointed 


for boly vics,vnto a mans private comodity ; this is that which 
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Cod abhorres. So for things pertaining to the commoniweale, 
that is another kinde of publique robbery; when men, which 
haue the diſpofing and ordering of things that pertaine to the 
commonweale, andare to be yied for the common good, will 
take them for themiſclues and make a priuate gaine of them, 
Thisis afoule fault, and an high degree of theft, ſo much the 
more hainous,becauſe it 1s more generall; and greater wrong, 
by how much it ctoucheth more, and becauſe theſe be thicues 
in requeſt, and robbers that are in credit, which deceaue thole 
that truſtthem, and dealcil and vnfaithfully with them that pur 
confidence in them, which doth much aggrauarte their fault, 
For other kind of thecues, as they take a puiſe by the way 
fide, or that ſteale ſheepe or oxen out of our groands, or pull 
clothes from the hedge, they d@eiuc no mans expectation, 
no man committeth any charge them, nor looketh for bet- 
ter at their hands: but he that is falſe co thoſe that are his frieds, 
andrelye vponhim, and vntrufty to thole thattruſt him, this 
isaright Iwdas,athicfe in a higher degree. Theſe two ate pub-- 
lique: now for priuate ſtealth, 


Firlt,io the abuſing of our owne goods. For a man may be a How menrob 
groſſethicfe in Gods account, though he n-uer touch penny of themiciue. 


any mans goods, buthis owne. For, as inthe {ixt commande- 
ment, hee that kils himſclfe and is cruell to his one perſon, 
thall not be exempted from the name and account ofa mur- 
derer ; andas inthe ſeuenth commandement a man may be a 
filchy perſon and a yile breaker of that commandement in 
abufing his body himfelfealone : ſo in this eight comman- 
dement, hethat abuſeth his owne goods and bbex himſelfe, 
1s no better then a thiefe before God, Now, menabuſethety 
owne wealthrwo wayes ; By waſtcftulnefſe and niggardlinefle, 
by vniuſt ſpending and vniuft ſparing. This lauiſh ſpending 
and waſtefulnefle hath many branches. Fult , exceſle in dyet 
oraparell, in ſports, orin building, aboue chat we are able, 


and can well goe through withall, For excetlſe of dyet, it 


meate and drinke, the wife man farcth, Prow,21.17, He that 
louerwine and o)le (pallnotberich, Whenaman is ginen to his 
appetite, and will coo much pleafe his tooth, when he will fare 
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2 bouc lis ability ,& ſo ſpend all in ſummer,and keepe nothing 
'Or winter; this man brings pouecrtyypon himielfe and robbeg 
4115 owne family, Theſe met1are, among their companions and 
mates, rearmci! good tellowes, andeltcemedas the onely ly- 
beralFand Kind hoatted men in the world; but God cal's them 
ticues, andinfde!l t icnes, yea worſe then infidell thieues, 
thathaue ſo much caft off cinill honeſty and humanity, as that 
cy hauc no rogard to their family. 

A loin apparell, ifone run farre beyond his compaſlle, and 
auiſh»and laytour allthathe can ger, vpon his backe; this man 
takes Is own parte from himſelte, running into \uch debt and 
danper,as that athiefe could noc doe him balte ſo much hare, 
by cutting his purſe. or taking it from him,as this prodigal hu- 
mour of his, doorh in ſcrFp out himſclfe 11 attyre lo farre be- 
youd his place, calling, and ily . This brings penury and 
want, where God ſends none, Therefore fuch a man can viue 
n0 goo. account of his flewarcſhip, bur muſt becontent to 
come in.o the ranke and recceiue the reward of theeues and 
ſpoilers, 

So of gameſters, they are theiues whether they looſe or win, 
Fe that lowes paſt ime ſhall be a poore man, hee beg vers himlelte, 
when God requiresno fuch matt.r athis hands, but would 
tawe him bhusband his own fo thrifty, that he might hue com- 
tortably of that portion which he giues hum : what needeth he 
thco pur that to the fall of theJor, which God hath already put 
out of doubt ? Anil ſotoconuay his goods to another by an 
vnlawſull meanes, Oh,but he is a gainer ſom*tmes. Then he 
's a theife alſo in that reſpect, For hee ſhould not couet that 
v-hichis another mans mony or wealth, much lefle ſhould he 
take itand keepe it, hauing no better right yntoir, Who hath 
appointed tuch kinde of traſhque or exchange, wher the one 
party muſt receive nocompetent and an{werablerecompence 
forhis £0od.?God hath appointed no ſuch manner of getting, 
and what is gotten by this meanes G O D hath brandedir 
with a curſe: and no word of God,no man of God, or ſeruant of 
God,can give any allowance,or promiſe any bleſſing vpon this 
kinde of gainc, So that, hauing no warrrautfor getting, no 
comfort 
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comfort in vſing , no promiſe of bleſſing in the pofſeſſing of 
{ach goods, how can hee free himlelte from the imputarion of 
ynlawtull cetting? And thoughthis beea more common and 
receiued,vetitisa wicked and condemned theft, Likewie, thc 
great expences on hawkes and hounds, and other unmoderate 
charges,vpon ncedlefle pleaſrres: is not this ro impouertſhthe 
family, to refiraine our lelues from mercy, andto giue the chil- 
drens bread to dogges ? quite contrary to the commatuzde- 
dement of our ſauiour Chritt, And though they lay,they haue 
cnough for both, yet they cannot bur giue lefle to one, becaule 
they beſtow ſo nnch vpo the other; & they ſhould not beſtow 
that vpon bcalts, that they might better beſtow ypon chriſtian 
men. 

© This then will bean il anſwere, when they ſhal come be- 
fore God,to g1uc an account how they have glorified God, by 
the vling and dilpofing of thoſe goods, which he hath commit 
red to their truſt. I ſay, when they mutt come to an{wereto this 
queſtion, How haucycu ſpent your wealth?Why, ypon my 
taſte;this,to pleaſe mine eye;this,to delight mine earcs, and lo 
much ypon other delights.But what haue you giuen to GOD, 
or laid outtohis glory 5 When I had any ſpare mony), I 2aue 
now & then a penny to the poore. Is not this to giuethe bread 
to the dopges, and crummes to the children ? as indeede moſt 
men doe:the full ſtreame & treeneſſe of cher liberalitie runs ro 
ſerue their luſt,bur the ſparing gifts, and niggardlyrctule 1s all 
that God ſha!l have, And alltheſc robbe & couſen themfelues, . 
and though they nnagine to get mountaines of pleature : yet 
the end [hall be paine. Hethat lJoues wine and oyle,and he that 
lJoues paſtime,whar is his doome,and what fentence hath God 
ſet downe?He ſhall bea needy perſon,&liue in want. Pouerty 
isthe befl end and cafieft puniſhment of his waſtfulnes, tor 

want of moderationiy meat:drinke, apparel], and paſtime 
An other kind of waſtfulneſfeis by idleneffe, Anidle per- 
ſon is athiefe, He pats hislyand into his boſome,aud eats vp bis own 
feſh. He conſumes himſelf & is a waſter of himiclte, and anidle 
perſon ſhall be clothedwith rags, Tf one ſhould haue {luch a com- 
Panion , a3 when he came to him,ſhould finde him ſufficiently 
PE x furniſhed 
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furnmſhed with reaſonable ftore of goods to maintaine himfelf; 
bur by that time, they had parted company,thould firippe him 
out of all, make him goc inaragged coate, andlcauc nothin 
bchind himgbut want and miſery ; would nor one thinke this 
was butacouſening companion aud athicuiſhtcllow ? Butſo 
ic {tands with idlenefe, It chat itkeepe one company a while, 
and hewill entertaine this phelſt inzohis heart, itwiil make a 
ſpcedy riddance of all,ſet lum bare inapparrell, and baſe in acs 
count, and {111 an houſe full of diſtrefle and calamity, chat was 
found full of wealth,and proſperitic, A-1d in ruth, experience 
ſhewes this among ys daily, thatifa man bee left well, of luM- 
cient weaith to maintaine himſelfe in good fort ; lethimbur 
giue harbour to idlencſic,and all flyes away,it goes ro wracke, 
and by little and Jiule, 1kcamoath it conſumes away his great 
wealth, and makcs himno better then a beggar, beforc it hath 
done with him, vnleſſe he lhake it off berimes, 

And true its that Solowor ſaith, his pomerty comes [ihe ax 
armedrwan. Idle perions bee pouerties priſoners, If the 
have no calling to ſettle themleſuesin, poucrtyhath a cal- 
ling to arreſt them, And. if they can take vp themſclues 
in no lawful buſineſle , pouerty comes with commiſſion to 
take them vp ; and will not bee put backe neither, it comes 
armed, it will prcuaile, Sothat, an idle man is a theife to 
himſelte ; hee doth thatto himſelfe, thar if another ſhould 
doc it , all men would take heede of him for a notorious 
ſtealer. And beſides, 2. Theſſaloni.3,12. he condemnes ſuch as 
walke inordinately, and bicsthem labour with their hands, 
and not beidle, that they may eate their ownebread ; as if he 
had ſaid, hethat doth nothing, hath right to nothing, he hath 
no bread of his owne to cate, Hee purs ſtolJen meate into his 
mouth cuery bitte heeates. Hecannotſay, Lord giueme this 
day my daily bread ,for itisnone of his, beczuſe, he neucr car- 
nedir, GOD will haue him doe lome-thing,afarehe haue an 
thing, Godindeedallowes lawfull recreation, buthe will have 
itto fit ys for ourcalling, notto hinderysfromit. And wh 
doc we account any manatliucte , butbccauſc he rakes thar 


which 
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which he hath noright vnto ? And why then is not an idle man 
a thicfe ? for he takes his fuod & raymeat, and other commodit« 
tics, haumo neirher ticle nor intereſt in them, They be Gods, 
and God hath made no ſuch couenant that he ſhal have them 
without doing feruice to him : but when he Jeaues his calling, 
heloſeth his cighr and title, he liucs of anothers goods, and ſhall 
anſwere for it asa thiefe. 


A third thing , wherein one playes the thiefe in his owne Vaduires 
goods, is, by rath and hurtfull lJuretiihip. For So/omzgn names (ureriſhip 15 
idlenefle and ſuretiſhip as two finnes, that men wake little ac- ***t3- 


count of, but God doth marke them, andeſtremes them as 
foule: faultes . For this ſuretiſhip, howſoeuer, men thinkeir 
comes froma kinde nature, and alouing diſpoſition, that they 
would bee willing to doo good to any, yct it isnothing fo, 2t 
rocceds fromanynwiſe heart, anda great meaſure of fooliſh 
neſſe, For true kindnefle beginnes at he : and loue (if it bee 
rue louc)will doc moſt, where it owes molt. Butthis is afoos 
hth kindnefſe, when one(vnder the ſhew ofmercy toanother) 
will yndoe himſfelfe, his wife and children, This 1s not meanr, 
but in ſome ca!esthat a man may and oughtco be ſurety; and 
this is a duty tobe performed; but witha good calling, and ac» 
cording to ones ability , that hee breake not his owne backe 
with bearing another mans burden. Therefore 1n ſuretiſhi 
keepe thele two rules, Firft, looks what kind of man he 1s, that 


you would pawne your credit for., A man mult not doo Rules in furery? 
this (hande ouer heade) for cuery one that will aske , bur ſup, | 


onely for ſuch, as: he® is bound ynto, by ſome bond of du. 
tic, cither for Religion and Charity; or elſe for ſome knot 
of friendſhip or kindred : clſe,if one beſo carelefſe to bee lure- 


hee cares not for whome, So/omon bids take his coate, Pit- Pro, 27,17 


ty him not, let him) feele the ſmart of his fookith and finfull raſh. 
nefſe, Secondly, for whomlocuer it be, got not above your 
ability, promiſe not for ſo mich as might hurt your fanny, 
2nd imfaire youreſtate, ifit mult beetaker trom you, For he 
thatis ſuretr, biads himſe!fe topay, ifthe p11nciple faile. And 
if hee purpule not to doo it, or cannot pertorme it, thisis a 
ni2cere dillembling &plaine wrong ro the cyeditor , And how 
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can it be counted better thenalye, when hee promiſeth to do 
that, which hee neither can performe though hee would, por 
purpoſeth to performe though hecould ? It any one therefore 
hauc offended this way, let him know and confefle, that it was 
his raſhnefle and folly, andchen his belt way is to repent and 
craue pardon of God, and beſeech him to make a ſupply of his 


wants,But ſolong as he continues theſe (peeches:Oh,]I was de. 


-ciued, I meant well, I did it of good will, he hath dealt ill with 
me; {o1ong (I fay)as one layes;the tault ypon another thus, and 
polts it from hinxelte,ſo long he 1s farre from repentance, and 
as farre from comfort: the cro{leand curſe doo both remaine 
ypon himasyct : thats notthe way, To lay:t yponanother, 
and to fay, it was long of his vntaithtulnefſe, andill dealin 

with mee; nay it was long of your ownevnthanketulneſſe,and 
ill dealing with your family. It was long of your indiſcretion, ' 
that you did nottrakeaduicevpon the matter , crauc aſſiſtance 
at Gods hands,and aske councel of his word,& of his ſeruants, 
If you had taken this courſe, which is the right courſe, you had 
been ſafe : but now that youarefallen, the beſt way is nor to 
lye crying, and exclanning againſt him,that was an occaſion of 
your tall, but ſecke how to.riſe vp againe , rake the right phy- 
licke , and goe tothe right Phyſition, ' God is the Phyſicion - 
and true repentance, and prayer for helpe, isthe right medi. 
cine, andif one vſe theſe meanes, they .thall inde help, the hurt 
iscured. Thus much for waltftulnes; the next is niggardlines, 
A baſc, couctous, needy, and cuill eye, when one cannot finde 
in his heart, to take his part of the things, that God hath befto.. 
wed on him; but Rarue, pinch, and robb himſclfe of the vſe of 
that, which he hath in his owne keeping. This is as bad, as if he 
ſhould doo the ſame to another : all is onetobring pouerty 
vpon another by wronging him, andto bring a needleſle need 
ypon himſelfe by wronging himſelfe, It 154 moſt miſerable 
and balc thing for one to reltraine himſeltc of his lawtull liber. 
ey in meart,drinke,apparrell, and honeſt recreation, where God 
hath not abridged him, This finnethe wiſe man lets forth Ec. 
zleſ.2, 26. Where he ſpeaks of two forts of people. The one, 
which God loucs, andto tholc he giues not onely riches and 
abundance 
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abundance of all things, but alſothe right and ioyfull vſe ofthe 
fame, that they ſhall beable with comfort te take their part of 
chat, which God hath giuenthem., But there is another kinde 
of people, whom G O D hates. They ſhall kaue paine co ga- 
ther and heap vp wealth, which muſt bee beſtowed vpon thoſe 
whieh be holy and goodin GODS fight, G OD hath cer- 
raine encmicsun the World, ypon whom he purpoleth ro be 
auenged in this life : and how will he plague them ? This tha!l 
be their curſe, he will appoint them to be flaues and drudges, 
and to lay vp wealth in great ſtore; buttiiey ſhall wanta liberal! 
and a good vſe, they thall carke ard care, and{iruggleand 
ftriue tor earth, a great deale more then G O DS children 
can doe for Heauen : and when taey haue beene at all this la- 
bour, and ſpentthemſclues in this maiſerablecoyle, they ſhall 
ſceno good day, nor haue one houce of comfort, an other muſt 
enioy all, 

Likewiſe in Eeclef, 6.1. Salomon ſpeakes of the ſame finne, 
he calleth it a» ewll ſickneſſe, aplagne of the ſoule and apeſtilence of 
the conſcience, And vet it is very common among men, that 
hauing goods and wealth inough to lerue the Husband and 
Wife, ſoasthey might ſpend their dayes cheareſully together, 
and to ſuffice the parents toreioyce with their Children, and 
Gouernours to liue quietly among and with their (eruants, if 
they had a heart to take their part 3 but through the viiſatiable- 
nefle of their luſts, there are fuch feares, ſuch cares, ſuch wi- 
ſhing, ſuch deſiring, ſuch wretiling , ſuch wravgling with 
Wife and chafing with ſeruants,that it1s a houſe of di(quietneſſe 
and yexation, and in the middelt of all outward meanes of 
comfort, they liue all without comfort. This is a ſicke family, 
this houſe 1s infeSted with the plague of God, & that ypon the 
heart. This is a moſt miſcrable and greeuousdilcale. There- 
fore we muſt all learne to beware of this baſeneſie, which i150;- 
dinary with men of moſt ability. Ofallinthe pariſh , you thal 
hauc them come ſeidomett to Church ypon the Sabbath dayes, 
no moze then needes they muſt ; but ypon the weeke day not 
atall, And if youaske them what is the reaſon you-can hnde

no leiſure tocome to heare Gods word, and to ſecke the meanes 
of your ſaluation on rhe weeke dayes? Alas, we haue ſuch a 
deale of buſineſle, ſo much trouble, as that we eannot diſpatch 
it in any time, we muſt nceds follow our calling, and iceto 
24yr houſhald : and thus commonly it is ſcene, thatthoſe which 
havenioltliuing, have moR paines and vexation, alllyes ypoii 
themiclues, and all muſt come through their owne hands, 
They haue no ſeruants, or tos fewe to helpe them, and they 
muſt need; looketo it , But, who puts them to al this trouble , 
who layesiuch a burden yponthem? Surely, this it is, that ci- 
ther they be {o miterable,and Nraight handed, that they will nor 
iay out any thing to hyrehelpe, or elſeifchey doentertaine a 
ſeruant, they punith him ſo nyſerably in his dyet, ard deale 
lo deceitfully with him in his wages , or exprefle and ouer- 
zhargehimfo ctuclly with labour, as that he that hath nad cx- 
pericnce of them one ycere, will nor bee perſwadcd toliue 
with themitiie ſecond . And thus they punith themſclues with 
their owne vnbelictc, and wretched niggardlineſſe , whero 
GO D laide no outwarde necetſi.ie ypon them . This, men 
commonly call good husbandry, and thrift, for a man tolay 
about him fo, and take on, and doo all himleltc : bur it is plaine 
thett beforeGod, for one to ſpead himlelte, and pulla want 
vpon hunſlelfe, when he may liue in plenty. GOD $S markes 
be tound vpon himfor a wicked man, anda curied finner, when 
he hath much, but canvſenothing : thathe which hatha very 
{mail portion, may hue more comfortably, flcepe more qui- 
etly,pray more checrefully,and ſing Plalimes with a orcaterioy, 
theu he tnat hath ſo much abounGance, as nothing hurts hun, 
but too much, 

Thelic therefore, that be ſuch miſerable boniiſlaues to lus 
2re and couetouſnetle, as that they be as much at the command 
of gainc, hoth tor cer bodyand their {leepe, and cucry thing, 
a5 tne Saintes of God be vnto Chrilt Iefus ; T.ct them repene 
of their thecuery, and not to bragge of their honeltie, avd ſay, 
they wil defte himthar wil call them rheeues, for then they 
mult dehte (5309, for he will tell them they bee theeues, that wil 
not thankfully yic lus benetics , but defraud and (taruc them- 

ſciues 
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ſclues. It is vnnaturall in the body, for one member to vſurpe 
the office ofanother : as the foote to do the worke of the hand, 
or the hand to carry the body . For the body hath ſeueral! 

arts, and cuery one hath his proper vie, that is fitteſt for it 
ſelfe : andſoin thefamily, the Husband and Wife hauc both 
their ſpeciall duties, and thereis imployment alfo for ſeruants 
meet forthem,, And therefore their courſe is moſt obſurde, and 
hurtful eucry way,that are ſo couetous & ſuſpitious,as that they 
will haue all co goc thorough their owne nands; as though 
nothing could bee well donc, vnleſle it were of their owne 
doing . And by this immoderare toyle , they ſo ſpend their 
ſtrength , and ſpirits, that they diltemper themlelues , and dit« 

uiec and diforder all the houthold . This miſdceming of 
others and onercharging of himfelfe 1s grieuous : and vnlefle 
they repent for it, as they haue been troubleſome here, ſo God 
molt fearefully wil: trouble them at the day of iudgment, 
Thus much for theft ina mans owne goods, Now for theftin 
others, 

And firſt ofthat which is done with ſome colour of law , and 
ſerublableſhew of equity and right. Howſocuer it bee *more 
ſmoothely and cunningly conuated, yetit1sas bad and dame 
nableafinne, as the other that is done more openly. Forin 
other matters, Art and skill makes a thing betrer:but this makes 
fin far worſe. And therefore the diucl] 1s the moſt abominable 
ſinner of all, becauſe he is the moſt fubrill and artificiall finner 
ofal. This kinde of deceiuing vnder colouroflaw, and vnder 
ſhew of equal bargaining, to dealeccraftily , and againſt conſci« 
ence, is horrible theſt before'God, And this'is forbidden, 1, 
Theſ,4,6. That no man defrande or eppreſſe another : for God ss an 
auenger of all ſuch thmy x. 

The Apoltle comdemnes this circumuenting and politike 
fetching oucr ones brother in ynequall matches. Yea, butſome 
willfay ,, May not] make the molt of mine owne , and ſeeke 
my beft aduantage ? If hee bee hurt, itis not myfault, buthis 
owne:he ſhould haue had more wit. But this wil notbe a good 
anſwere toGod, faith the Apoſtle, hee wil tel you that you 


ſhould hauchad more louc,he is auenger ofalltheſcthings,and 
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will plague thoſe that will gripe and pinch their neighbours, 
f:rre otherwiſe then themiſelues would be cealt withall in che 
like canles. So ares, ,4. biddes ſuch howle and weepe : for 
'he cry of thoſe labuurers, (whoſe hyre they had kept backe by franae) 
15 Cometniothe eares of God . Elie they might hauc jayde, What 
realo;; have you to threaten vs thus, or chcy tocry avainſt vs, 
or to hold themſelues dilcontented, what wrong baue wee 
donethem 2? We requirenomore then our bargaine, and our 
coucnanti, we agreed for all that weaske, and what iniury 1s 
that? It may be lo, faith the Apoſtle : but your agreement was 
deceipttull, keptbacke by fraude, you mace acoufening 
and a crafty Wpaine, you played vpon your neighbours ſim- 
plicity , agdQÞuſed his plainnefle, you ſaw more then he did, 
and knexv theMconuenience better then he could , you wrapt 
him by Eraft, you feared him by ercatwords, that hee durſt 
not but yeelde; or you got him in by faire promiſcs , he looked 
to bee Þctter vied, and to haue ſome recompenceinan other 
thing, inlicu of the ſeruice you ceceiued from. him , This car. 
ching men by fraude, and huntingthem with necces, isacrying 
ſinne, and willlet G OD havenoreſt,nllhetake venveance 
ypon thole that vicit. Andthus «Ahab got Naboths vineyard, 
Hee woulde faine haucit from him, and would not take it 
from bimby plaine and open violence, for feare of the ſpeech 
ot people, and infamiein the world , butyert he was content 
toler [eſabel haue his Ring , and ihe indites a very colourable 
and hypocriticall Tetrer, to this effeRt , as if ;hee-had ſaid; 
There 1s an ill report of a fowle fault done among you, that 
Vabboth ſhould be a blaſphemer of Gods mateftie, and a wic- 
kedcraytoragainſthis Prince : but, forfeareleaſt yponyn= 
ialt acculations, he ſhould be ynuſtly condemned , aiudi- 
ciall proceeding muſt beetaken ; and leaſt any thing ſhould 
be done without aduile and good counſell, raſhly and headily, 
a Faſt muſt beproclaimed , andthe people muſt be gathered 
zogcther , and there with faſting and prayer the thirg muſt 
bctriedorderly, andin good forme oflaw. For good Ahab 
and Ieſ4bel were lothto do any wrong, orto iudge one vpon 
a falſe ſurmilc & rumor:therefore,that the truth might appeare, 


- 


jet the elders of the Cittie ſearch out the matter, and finde the 
truth in allequall manner , let the acculers come face tofacc, 
and letthem (according as they ſaw in conſcience, they were 
bound) proceede to paſſe to ſentence : Andfſothey dd, and 
there were men at hand to forſweare themſelues.* And now, 
ſith that all things wereſo plaine and euident,and matters went 
ſo clearc againſt him,alas, they were ſorry : butthey could nor 
chuſe but deale indifterently, and according to the law, Naborh 
muſt haue that pun:ſhmentthat his fowle fact had delerued, 
he muſt forfaithis lite and goods tothe King. Andthus e- 
hab gotthe vincyard. Here (wee lee) was dawbing and pain- 
ting with faire ſhewes and goodly words; equitic, conicience, 
and religion, pretended, andall to carty out thametull mur- 
ther and theft : but did this make their caſe 4dy whit the 
better ? Nay, this made it farre more abhominableinGODS 
fght. 


pelthe land, and weaken the ſtrength of the country, by ioy- 
ning houſe tohouſe, andland to land(inceed for houles, they 
do not lo much delight in ioyning houſe ro houſe , asin pul- 
ling downe houſes)but all the land they would(by their good 
will)cet into their owne hand. Theſe caterpillers whatdo they? 
what ſay they?Goodly words & faire pretences you ſhall have. 
O this will be for the good of the common-weale, and of the 
inhabitants, rhis will preuenc much ſtrife & contention, when 
things beparted, and euery man knowes his owne, & they lye 
notin common thus ; and beſides it will nouriſh wood, and 
ſuch like. Andthus ynder pretencc ofa common good, they 
bring to paſſe a common euill by getting all tothemſelues, & 
{vceping out men from the earth, Theſe commonly be great 
theeues - but there is a great iudge that will proceede againit 
them, his word hath paſſed ſentence already, and ir thall not be 
long afore the execution come ypon Juch as do greiuous harme 
vnder coulour of doing good. | 
The like may be ſaid of thole,that, having the goods of men 
deceaſed put into their hands, by will,deale vnfaithtu!ly, & put 
them from the right owners into their own purſe ; this is plaine 
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theft:and yet itgoeth for currant often among men, becauſe it 
taketh ſome ſhew of warrant from the law of men, but Gods 
law wilallowe it no coulour.So Selomor (peaks of thett by buy. 
ingandclling, Ie is name ht tu nawbe ſaith the buyer,but after he 
beaſteth:(uch as wil depreſſea thing aboue mealure,and againſt 
their conlcience,and}kaowledge,it they bee to buy,; but if the 
be tolell,they will excoll and praylſe the ſame thing, far beyond 
that they knov & be perſwadedit is worth, Thelcand ſuch like 
practites , are cloſe an(] colourable , that mans lawe doth nor 
take lomuch holde ypon, but Gods lawe doth torbid and con- 
acmne. 

Another, and thelaſt kind of ſtealth is withour all coulourof 
lawe, when one wil haue it, becauſe he will, though heecan 
alleape nojhaddowe of1ight or titletoit. As by yiolentand 
itrong hand,to take awaythat belongs not to him. This was 
thelinne of Ophnrand Plueas, that when God had commanded 
them to take ſodden meate, they would haucit raw : andifthe 
PEaEnc Nev, I pray you let God bee lerued,and let things 

edone according tothelaw ; Nay, would they ſay,butif you 
will not giue it vs,we will take it whether you will or no, Here 
thcy could pleadno manner of interelt, and thereforeit is 
jayde , The finne of the young men was greatinthe hphr of 
God, to toftcale by the high way fide , andto take away mens 
cattell, orany ſuchlike wickednefſe, This is a knowne finne, 
And becaule fuch commonly, Leing conuicted of the fact, 
baucnothing to ſay in defence ofthe linne,, they are (oone(? 
broughttorepentaunce. Or if they do not fo,then God will 
tinde them guilty , and give them their ivſtrecompence,w hich 
hehaththreatencd azainltthem.1,Cor6.10. Therefore this is 
here palſed oucr briefly, 

Another Kind of ftecaling,which is done without coulour of 
r1ght is more priuy ang clole(tne former was violent & Open) 
and that'iscither by taking or retaining. Bytaking,when nc 
layes theeutth hands on that thing which his couſcience relles 

him,thac he hath norightvnto, bur it belongs altogethervaro 
anothcr.Of this theft the Prophet (peakes, Zac « (,that rhe cure 
of Goalike a flying becke comes pon the houſe of the theefe, Zacha. 
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breadth ofit 10. Then ſaid be unto me this ts the curſe that peeth 
throuoh the whole earth : for euery one that ſlealeth ſhall be cut off ,as 
well on this ſide, as onthat, Andinthe,.verſe, Iwillbring rt forth, 


ſaith the Lord of hoſts, it ſhall enter tntothe bouſe of the theef.o7 of 


bim that ſweareth falſl; by my name, & it ſhall remanme in the mid? 
of his bouſe and it ſhall conſumeit with the timber of it andthe ſlones 
of «t. The Prophet ſhewes, that the curſe of God follows ſuch 
35 ſteale, ant be theeues ; {wittly it flies afterthem , and God 
himſclic will bring into their houſes: and whenitis there, it is 
1kcthe moſt peſtilent fretting leprofie, that was not onely in- 
fectious ro men, but would conſume the houſes, and center into 
:he timber & ſton-s. So Gods cutle doth not reſt ypon the bo« 
dy and foule of theeues onely, and thaſe that will eale, bur ir 
will bringallto naught , valeſie they purge it away by true rc- 
crance, Aman wereas good putacoale of fire into the thatch 
of his houſe,or in the barne; as bring any ſtollen goods among 
his ſtuffe, = 
Firſt, heſayeth, the man tharftealeth ſhall be cur off, hee 
prouokes GOD to deale with his perfon firft , and to cutre 
him oft, to kill his body and damne his owne foule , Why ? 
but though I bee dead and gone, yetIhope my family, and 
my children after me, ſhall fare the better for it; No they ſhall 
fare the worſe foric : For GODS curſe, that thall purſue 
them is ſuch a deuourer and conſumer, that though there 
ſhould bee no manlef:,nor any luing thing for it to worke y p= 
pon, yet it would notre{t but ſhew it ſelfe ypon the inſenſible 
things, as the verie timber and tones of the houſes of ſuch as 
prouoked God to lay it yponthem. As the the Prophet FTabac. 
taith, He cometeth an exill comerenſntſſe to his houſe; andnot to 
himſelfe onely. 


Men thinke that when they can bring home thote ſtollen 


goods, that thisis a good thing,and ſhall doetnem and theirs 

goed , bur indeede it is an ill couetouſneſle, it brings a 

miſchiefe yppon him and his houſe. So many thinges as 2 

man gets by ſtealth from his neighbour, ſo many curles hee 

»<ts to his ſoulc, and ſo many plagues hee wrappes and rowls 
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tgectherto come vpon his poſteritie, Yet men haue excuſes 
forthis their ftealing, As firſt alas, what ſhould you ſpeake of 
this? it1s a ſmall thing ; you ſhould " make ſuch adoe about 
ſo little a marter, Is ita ſmall thing? trhenthe more bate and ab. 
ect finneryou that wil COrrupr your {celte for ſoa ſmalla thing, 
Hetbatwil! racke his conicicnce for atrifle, will neuer ſticke to 
do fine times worſe for a matter of w aight. Ita man be not 
Faithfull ina little, you may be ſurche wel never be faithfull jn 
much ; he that will venter damnation for amatterofapenny,he 
will dotentimes morcit it cometoa pounde,Hetiiat carcs not 
ro breake one Co:mmandement fora pecce of bread, let him 
hauc hope ofa greater booric, and he will breake« uery one. [f 
one will doethe diuc!l tich ſervice for ſo ſimple and {m:1] wa- 
ees,lc:i the divell menge his wages, andhe w: 11 certaiiily mend 
his Socks. So thatthis excuſe proucs a man to bemore !11excus 
table. Oh but] truſt this 1s not to bee Diatved, hee can ſpare ie 
wel enough, twill doc him no harme,and mee good, I hope 
th1s 1590 fuch matter,  Barhitt who madeyou adewder of an 
other mans goods, who gaue you authoritie to make any ſuch 
partir ,o0?Hath not God o1ucnhim that which 1s his, and you! 
thathvbich 1s VOUrs ? Andyou (not contented with Gods ail; 
tribution) take thar, which belongs not to you? For that you 
ſay, hecantparc ir iewildo him no harme. Suppoſe one ſhould 
f0CTtO Uic Kings F XChequer ang breake onen his treaſure, and 
takeonr, rough twcrecucna ſmall fnmme, and ay, Aias, [| 
ana poorefnert, an: th 1s is not fo much, the King isr! chie: 


{10 TA , hee way well ſparetwile fo mich, I ruſt hee willnot

Now another kind oi cheeuery followes, notning inferiour 
to this; by ynlawfullretaining and keeping in ones hand, that 
which 1s none of his ; whether it be by withholding of things 
found, or lent to vs,or et wapes or things any way due to ano- 
ther, For thougha man keep himlelfe yntporeed in this reſpects 
that no man can charge him te haue taken away one penny 
from his neighbour, cither priuately or violently; yetif he(go- 
ing by the way (de) finde any thing that he knowes not whoſe 
'tis, then he takes it vp, and after heares who 15 the right ow- 
ner ofir, and dothnort reſtore the goods to the owner : all his 

former pood dealing in other things will not excule him from 
being a thiete,and a tlealer from his neiphbour, For God hath 
conimanded'to bring backe the thing that gocs altray, andco 
make reſtitution of that which was lott , otherwiſe his oftring 
could notbe accepted. Forindeed his conſcience will accuſe 
him, and the ycrylawe of nature w.ll condemne him. Becauſe 
em Sno man ſo1gnorant, but 1t he had loſthis purſc or any 
thing by the way (ide, 'or otherwiſe, hee would thinke it right 
and cquall that he who found it ſhould bring itto him againe, 
if he knew himto be the owner of it; and would lay, hehadnot 
done the duty of aneighbour,it he thould keepe it backe trom 
aim, Now, God commands to docas we would bee done by, 
all 
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and therefore this, that he would be ſo dealt withall, binds him 
to deale ſo; and if he doe nor, hee ſins againſt his owne conſct: 
ence,and that ſhal be ſufficient to condemne him.So for wages; 
he that doth not pay his ſervants or the hireling his due wages, 
in due time, without ſhifting and putting off from time to time, 
he is guilty of the breachof this Commangdement, This delay 
is thieuery(though one do purpole to pay them all,and that ra- 
ther with the moſt, then to keepe any backe)it he be poore and 
notable to forbeare this protraction from time to time. This 15 
forbidden, Lewis, i9, 13.

hirclings, Dea,24,14,1 5. T h9uſhaH not oppreſſe an hyred ſeruans 
that 1 needy . Thou ſhalt gine him bis hire for the dxy , neither ſhall 
the ſwine coedowne von it 3 for heispoore andiherewnh (uStainch 
he his life. If one be poore and in diſtreſſe, and ke cannot beare 
with his delay, but is putto his ſhifts, and made to endure hun» 
ger and colde, and to goe from him withanheauy heart, whey: 
he isnot payd,and with a ſigh, not knowing what to do for re- 
liefe; this is both cruelty, inthat he keepes that from him that 
ſhould maintain his life, and it is theft alſo in that it redoundeth 
tothe hindrance of him to whom it appertaineth. So that kind 
of ſhifting and putting off the hirelino with ſuch delayes, is a 
faulttharmakes a man ouilty oftheftbefereGod. Thus muc rr

owne, asthat he doe neitherenuy that another hath more, nor 
repincand grudge, that himfelfe hath lefſe.Bur it this be ach a 
oint of learning, how ſhould man come to it? That Pay! ſhewy 

1. T1w,6. Godlineſſe is great gaine, becauſe it maketh aman con. 
tente 1 with chat he harhi,, So farreas any man is podly, fo farre 
is he content with hrs outward eſtate: though he hauc bur a lit- 
tle, hee 1s not much troubled, for ne knowes Gods hand is nor 
ſhortened;and if he had noching, he would not be out of hearr, 
and dilmaied, becauſe he perſwades himſelfe , Gods bleſſing 
can ſuſtaine him as well without meanes, as with meanes, And 
this was that, which made Pau/ fo quier and ſetled in all di- 
ſtrefſes. For, before godlineſſe had clamed his heart, he was as 
reſtleſle as the ſea, and troubled all the church with his raging, 
and fiercenefle, But ſo loone as he grew godly , all the ftorme 
ceaſcd, none more quiet and contented then he. Ifthey impri- 
ſoned him, if they whipc him, if they ſtoned him:he could qui- 
ctly cndure it, . Hunger, cold, nakednefle , what cuer came, hee 
was vzell prepared to vndergocit. He knew all came from God, 
and for his goad, and therefore he neuer fretted nor fainted for 
the matter, but poſſeſſed his ſoule in patience, and knew how 
ro beareall things quietly. Therefore, whoſocuer would bee 
patient, let-him labourto get godlineſle into his heart, Many 
there be that. be willing , and will take paines enough toltore 
their purſes,and their graunds, and their houſes : but few there 
be thatwill cake paines, where it were moſt behouetull ; roſ{tore 
their hearts with godlinefſe, which would bring conrentednes, 
and {ufticiencic alſo, For we haue the promile of God, that if 
welceke the kingdome of God, we ſhall haue all otherthings 
calt ypon vs asa vantage and ouerplus. And the cauſe why 
God hath reftrained vs; is not, for thathe wants loue, and Cai 
not finde in his heart to beſtow them: but becauſe they wou!d 
be ill for vs, and we could not beare them. He cvould haue vs to 
be good within, beforc we ſecke goods without, and knowe 
how to vſc riches, aforc wee have them to abuiſe, Theretorca:

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we would not be counted theives & breakers of this comman- 
dement,ſolet vs be content to liue atGods finding, andtoreft 
vpon him, ſo good aGod, that though wehaue bur a little, yee 
he hath enough,and though he gue vs nothing before hand, 
yet hee loues vs betore hand, and will give vs comfort inal dif. 
trefles, andthoſe outward things ſo farre as we haue neede and 
can digeftthem, Thus much for the inward obedience : now the 
cutward followes. And conliſts in the riehtyſcofour OWNe , 8 
the righteous dealing towards others, 

The rightvſc otourowne 3s ſcene in frugality and libera- 
ity. Frugality flands 1n getting & keeping. Our getting muſt 
be by ſome faithfull labour in an honeſt calling, and by honeſt 
dealing in the calling :as Epheſ.4, 29, Lethimthat ſtole ſteal 
0 mere,but labour with bis hands that thing that rs good. To thee- 
uery,which is a breach ofthis commandement, and idlenefle, 
which isa kind oftheft, he oppoleth labour, as keeping of 
this commandemc:. But chen he ſhewes what kind of labour it 
muſt be,namely in che thing that is good, in ſome Jawfull and 
chriſtian calling, For many labour all day and all night : but that 
15 in carding,and dycing,and gaming,and vnuthriftineſlez which 
willneither make them hauca heart to doe good, nor ability ro 
do good, but brings a curſe ypon heart andeftare : oneis wic- 
ked,andthe other commonly weake., As 1sto be ſcene in ftage- 
players, and ſuch like, rhat drawe the peoplea way to vanitie; 
winch takes paines indeed:but it 1s no profitable paines, & ther. 
forcycelds no profit, either to their foule or body; but brings 
them a hard heart, and a wicked hand , anda milerableeſtare, 
that of all men they are the moſt profancand lewd. Therefore 
as a man muſt not be idle (for an idle man cannot be an honeſt 
ran)ſo this muſt alwayes be prouided,, thathe labour in an ho. 
neft and lawfull thing:elſe one may toyle , & ſpend his body in 
cravaile , and be neuera whit the honeſter man, if he ſerue not 
God,but ſeruc his luſt and filthie fleſh. E/aw could take paines, 
and that cagerly,tillhe was almoſt dead with labour, burit was 
in hunting,in following his vaine ſport, in thihe would ſpend 
himſelfe: for he ſaith , Iamalmoſt dead, and he was fo faint, that 
hee would ſell his birth-right fora meſle of pottage wo refreſh 


him 
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him, All this while he was no better then an idle per{on, becauſe 
hee wasill occupied : and this was to him(as he vied it)acuried 
labour, For God would haue one labour infuch acalling as 
ſhould humble his flefh, pull downe & came his pride, & bring 
ſome increaſe vnto his. outward eſtare, ſo that he may haue a 
mercifull affection, and allo abilitie ro ſhew mercie. This, God 
hath appointed., and thele will be the effects of godly labour, 
But, other wearing ones (elf in {lauery to his luſts, & ſeruing 
fin,humbles himnort a whit, nzy it maks him more proud, more 
ſuciy, & morcynſociable, ſoas oneneither knowes God nor 

hiinfelfe, It doth not prepare him ro dye, bur it makes him for- 
get his latter end,neuer thinking of death till death deaour him, 

It makes not the heart pitifull and mercifull, burtit hardens the 
heart, 8 infects it with cruelty : & ſucha one is not made by his 
labour able & willing to giue more, but vnable & vnwilling to 
gine any thing at all, So thatcucry man muſt labour, noman 
hath any warrant or priuiledge to be idle, forthat makes him 
' guilty of the fins & 1d gemcis ofthe Sodowites, And further- 
more,cuciy mz mult looke that his vocation be honeſt and law- 
full, orelſe he ſhall doe himſelfe more harme then good by his 

labour, 

The ſecond point of frugality is in.keeping that prudently and 
diſcreetly, which was honeſtly gotten. Forif labourin getting 
be notioyned with wiſdom in preferuing and ſauing , thatis no 
good thrift, Neither muſt this be a niggacdly and miſerable ipa- 
ring, but an orderly and wile diſpoſing and hushandiag of that 
which God hath put into our hands, that we may vc betterable 
ts do good, & ro relicue others. In this many taile,& by failing 
initare faultyin a good duty as neceflary as the former; they las 
bour indee<d,and that with great diligence, and carctuineſle, ti! 
they haue gotten ſomething, but let it go as faſt,cither by drink + 
ing or gaming,orcifc by good cheere ordainty fare aboue their 
ability; and by this immoderate and ynditcreete lauiſhnes, they 
vndoe whatſocuer they did betore, by following theircalling, 
and keepe themſelues alwaies in want and penury , whereas if 
they wou!d bee carcfull ro keepe thritrily, as they bee painefuil 
to get, they might live of their labours comfortably and 10y« 


fully, and beſides might be much beneficiallto other, tag ood 
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innced, an1have wherewithallto open their hand liberally in 
workes of mercy. So Prou,21,20. Inthehbouſe of awiſc man « 
apleaſantireaſure and ole , but a foole dewonreth it . Awwile man, 
that 15, a godly man doth not onely ſeeke and bring into his 
houtc, but willallo Keepe in his houte, a pleaſant trea(ure, de. 
liphttull riches, fuch as becing gotren without any llaine of 
iniuſtice , he hath toy and comfort, anda bl:fſing in the vie of 
them; and he hathnotfor neceſſity only,burt ali for delight,cuen 
oile & tihings forrefreſhing and recreation. Bur a foole, that 15, 
a wicked and yngodly man, he deuours all, w hart{oeuerit be,letr 
him by his parents, given him by his tizends, or gotten by his 
labour, all goes one way, allis deuoured,allis ſpent idlely,and 
without avy diſcretion. For hee lerues ſuch a chargeable ma- 
ſter, as will Icauc [1m nothing atthe yeares cnd , Other Maſters 
yſctogiuetheir ſeruants wages for their worke: bur 'the deuill 


and luſt, whom wicked men ſerue,, beboth coltiy and hard ma. 


ſters,they will take all; and lo Jong as there renaaines any thing 
tobe had,they ceaſe not calling tor it: bur al this hard & charge. 
ble paines ſhal be rewarded withnothing, but want'& arty 2 
atithelalt, So that,a good man mult be as wella keeper as a gai- 
ner, he mult know how to bring in lawfully, and how to lay our 
diſcrcetly,and to diſpole things in that good order, that he do 
not bring himſelfe into vnneceſſary wants & troubles, but that 
he may haue both to comforthimlelte,& allo to refreſh others, 
Thus much for thriftineſle. 

The other thing required in theright vſe of ones own goods, 
1s liberality; without which there 1s no true obedience tothis 
Commandement . Now this liberality muſt ſpread itſelte into 
two branches, towards ones ſelfe, and towards others . Alibes 
ral man muftbe liberal to himſelte : forall goodnefſe begins at 
home,and ſhews it iclfe firt}, were it was firſt bred, And ſo Eccl 
F,17. I! is goedtaith he,to eat,and drink ,and take pleaſure m ones la. 
bewr, > thre, he faith, rr the gsftof God, To haue meat and drink, 
and apparrell, isathing common to reprobates : but to have 
theſe things,& therightvie of themalſointoy and comfort, and 
thankefulnetlc, thisis a ſpeciall fauourto Gods people, and pe- 
culjax ynto them. 


Thcre- 
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Therefore itis our duty totake part of thoſe things, that 
Godhath giuen vs,and with a thanktull and chearcfull heart 
to enioy his kindnefſe,and not to make our caſe worle then we 
neede, As thefoolith Iſraltes did, that when God in good- 
nefle had provided ſufficient foode for them, that they might 
haue had enough, and gone to bed chearetuliy after a compc- 
tent ſupper; yer, they wereſo fearefull & doubtfull,lcaſt they 
ſhould haue had nothing for the morrowe, that they yinched 
themſelues of Gods allowance, :znd will needes re{crue ſome; 
thing varill the morning. But what became of 11?did not God 
ſend wormes amonght it,lo that it flanke and was good for nos 
thing?And ſo itis {H1l, the equitic of this is perpecuall vnto the 
endeofthe worlde, He which will bemore ſparing then God 
would haue him,and nigeardly, when God hath laid nonece- 
Nitie ypon him, the curte of God will fall ypon the goods thus 
ſaucd,thatit were as good,as if they had beene ſpent, For they 
ſhall corrupt and vaniſh away tonothing, And indeed, ifoue 
doe not firſt ſhew mcrcieto lumlelfe , howis it poſſible hee 
ſhould ſhew mercy to an other ? Hethat will ſterue and pine 
hruſclte,hen he needes noti,no man will truſt kim to feede & 
relicue his neiphbour when he needs. This is moſt certane, that 
he which will be cruel ro his ownfl:ſh,can neucr haucany true 
pitty to another, 

Therefore, firſt aman muſt have an openhand to miniſter 
ynto his owne neceſiitie,, and to helpc himfelfe, and fcethat 
himſclfe beethe better for his owne goodnefie and liberalitie, 
And yet neither is that ſufficient. A man muſtnor ſpend all 
lis kindnefle within doores, and keepe fo ſpare a fire thatcan 
warme no body but himſclfe : burafter he mult ſtretch our his 
hand to be bountiful co others, whole want requires his helpe, 
and whoſe penury calles for ſomething of his abundance, So 
r,7im,6,17, Chargethoſe that be rich in this world, that they bee 
»ot high minded,&'c. That they doe good anabe rich in goodworkers, 
and read) to diſtribute &f communicate laying vp mm ftore for them- 
ſelmes a good foundation againſt the tame? to come, that they may ob- 
taineeternall life. He would haucrich men nortto truſtin riches, 
but in God:for riches be yncertaine, And what greater folly 
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can chete be,thenfor a man to put his confidence in that which 
muſt away,he knowes not how ſoone ? God will call for him, 
and he muſt leauc his riches behind him, and come naked be- 
fore the 11dgement ſeate of God. But if they would know how 
to vic riches, let itnor be inputting truſtin the, norin lookin 
big2e, and proud,and ſowre,for this will make them hatefull ro 
God and man;but let them be merctfull, let them do good and. 
diſtribuce, and this will bea ſure foundation forthem(clues, 
by ſo doingrhey ſhall get loue both of God and man, 19 betr- 
tcratreaſureagainlt che cuill day, then that, which hath beene 
laydvpinthe workes of mercy. SoinProyer.11,17, Hethatis 
werorfwll , rewardeth his owne ſonle. This is the benefice of mer- 
cy,that one doth two good things at onetime, heſtops two 
gappes with one baſh, ke both helps & comfortes the diſſtreſ. 
(ed, whichis his owne fleſh, and more then that, he furthers his 
owne reckoning avainlt the time of account, For,when GOD 
ihailcometotakea view, & ſearch how cuery man hath or des 
xed the goods commirred to his hand (as certainly he will one 
day)letthe fooliſh men promiſe to themſelues whae libertie 
they will, & flatter theryſclues, thatall is their owne,and cuery 
one may do with his owne what he will; yet they ſhall find iris 
Geds,and to be vicd and dilÞoſed according to his will, And 
waen fuch an inquitie comes,this will bring molt ynſpeakable 
comfortto a mans ſoulc, when vpon his death-bed, and when 
heis now to leaue his wealth he can wttha good conſcienceres 
peatto God, how he vſcd his wealth, and can hold vp his head 
b: fore God,andfay:Lord, thineit wasgand I did knowe, I was 
bu:afteward, and therefore Tdiſpoiedofir, accordins tom 
matſters will. Tſpentir not in ſerving my luſtes and deſires, 
but inthy ſeruice, and torhy glory. Twas more willing, and 
ready to lay out much in thy ſernice, &thercleeuing the poore 
members of Chriſt, thenanything inſetting vpmy fleſh, and 
plcaſing the vaine and fooliſh afteHions thereof, When one can 
thus ſpeake to God, and make {uchareckoning , hee ſhall then 
well perceive and fcele,to the exceeding ioy of his heart, what 
reward he gets to himſclfe,that giues alines frecly, and ſhewes 
mercyliberally,co others that ſtand in neede,

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Andrhe Apoſtle Payl ſaith, That he that ſewer bplentifully, ſad * Cor.y,6, 


reate plentifally, comparing liberalitie in workes of mercy to 
ſowing, And lo it isindede, and ſhall yee}dea better and 
more plentiful! croppe by how much the ſecede ir ([eltc, and the 
ground,on which it is ſowen, is bettexthenany other. So Palm 
37-26.T herighteous rs mercifullend lendeth ard his ſcedeentoyeth 
thebleſſing:meering with an obieCtion, that ſeemes to ariſe, [n- 
ceedel would fame be mercitull,and doc good, I tnoweintis 
a good thing; but alas] hauc acharge, ] onell Prouicefor my 
children;the father muſt lay vp tor the children, and he is worle 
thenan ;nfidell, that prouides notlomething tor his family. 
But God here reachert him, how hee may proude, ar ditore 
jomcthing for his poltcritic , and therefore hee biddes them 
be mercifull.For ke can never bequeatha better portion,and a 
richer Jegacic to his leede, then, when hee doth many workes 
of mercie,cuen for their ſake. Fo: God promiſeth, they ſhalca- 
10y the bleſſing of his goodnefle. Hee ſaithnet , they {h2ll bee 
rich, and haue the world at wil, For, a man may Jive 11 as much 
caſe and wealth, and pleaſure, as therichEpicuredid, and yet 
goro hell when hee dicth : but they ſhall have the bleſſing, 
which importes thus much, they thall haue Gods fauour to 
bring them to heaucn. Hee will bleſſe their ſoule and confſeis 
ence,and they ſha'l hauc beſide,/'o much wealth, as may Rand 
with his bletſing. Not ſo much,as to make them proud & julie 
for that were the way to make: them curled: butſo much, Te 
hall ſufiice to make tliem thankfull co God, and oroficable: in 
the Church. And this bleſſing they ! ſhall have, nor as a gueſt to 
ſaiure them, & aw av:bur as an inneritance chat ſhall abide with 
them,and helpe them foreuer, Thus mach; thevie of ones 
OWNC. 

Now ſollowes the next point, in the right carriage of 
our ſclues rowardes our neighboures , and that is called Iuſ, 
rice, which conſiſteth in two thinges,in pening, and reftorine. 
Juflice in getting , is when one gettes by lawfull meanes, in 
aJawfull calling, Notby gaming and ſuch meancs, without 


any ſuthcicnt conſideration and exchange, For thisis theft, 
Cc2 thele 
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thele be vniuſt meanes that bring a curſe with the valawfull 
gaile, 2s hath beenc ſhewed before : and {uchaman makes 
himicifc excommunicate inthe hearts of G5 O D'S people,and 
britzos hardnetle of heart vpon himlſelte , and muchnuichicfe 
belide. ut, if the calling whereina man excrciſeta himielte,bee 
warratited and {anctified of GOD to this yic:then care mutt 
behad, andrhatasmuch , that themeanes which one vlech 
in his calling bee agrecablethercynto. It it be by difſembling, 
and lying, by falſe waights, orfalie meaſures, by falſe com- 
mending, or difcommending avouc meature, or by any ſuch 
like vnconſcionable way, this 15 vniuſtice, and a breachof the 
Commandement, Theretorclet the calling bee good,and the 
meanes good, and then a man may with a good conſcience 
take the bleſſing. And this is1uſtice in getting : now for reſto= 
ring, : | 
This muſt alſo be obſerved , thatif any haue in former time 
bene craftie & deceitfull, and dealt iniurioufly with his ncigh- 
bour : though happily1t be hiddenfrom.men, and the world 
cannot lay itto his charge, yer h15 owne heart knowes it, and 
h's owne con{ctence will not patle it over fo, but hee mutt 
hearcofic, Iff Ifay) ones ſouic tell him that hee hath thus 
wrongfully intreatedhisncizhbouryit he will be counted a juſt 
man, ind haue the former ofterce blotted out, and the mouth 
anc] c:a'nour of his conſcienc*,topt from thote fierce and biiger 
accuiations, wheredy it yexeth & difquieteth vnrepentaat fin- 
ners,hc mutt{eethathe makerettitution; let the feruant 20e to 
| the matter, an) the g00ds recurne to the owner, who hath the 
right title vnto then. This is commanded, Leett,s,2 c>e If any 
fra 5 commit a treſpas againſt ths Lord e> deny vnto bis nerghtour, 
that which was taken htm to truſt, &c.hee ſhall both y+ſtore :t in thy 
whale ſumme,and ade the fift part more thereto, Where,thc holy 
Ghoſt appointeth, thatif any man have bene ary way inivriovs 
ic Is nc1gnbour, either by denying that which was lent him, 
01 ha1ing tound a thing loſtanq knowing the owner, hath des 
raineclit, or by any other ſuch like dealing, ifcucr he will have 
God here his prayer, & receiue his ſacrifice, before his offering, 
he muſt make recompenceof the principal, andadde thereynto 
the itt part, &c, But 
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Bat it will:be obiected, that he is gone, Icannottell where to 
haue him. But doe you knowe none of his kindred ? Hath 
hee neither ſonne, nor nephew, nor brother ? Is therenone 
neere ynto him, that you knowe ? Not one. Yet it muſt bee re- 
ſored, it is none of yours, you of neceſſitie muſt part with it, if 
you will haue the finne pardoned, Therefore you mult giue it 

to the Lord, the church muſt hauc it Vawnber, 5,8.S0,chat this is 
the lawe of reſtitution, Hee that hath gotten any thing yn- 

lawfully, muft not onely ſay, Indeede ] haue Jone amiſle, | 

cryeG OD mercie for that is paſt, and I will doe lono more: 

but for this [ hope, GO D willpardon mee, Ipurpole nov 

toleaue off doing wrongroany. No, this is not enough, a 

man muſt reconcile himielfe ro GOD, before hee can recon- 

cile his conſcienceto himſelfe. GOD will not be pleaſed with 

ſuch a weake amendment. Wee cannot bee aſſured of pardon 

for that which is paſt, nor perſeuerance in a better courſe, 

vnleſle there be true repentance; and true repentaunce neuer 

20es before, but willingnefle ro make reſtitution followerh 

preſently afcer. Theretore leta man deale more ſoundly 

20 ſuch caſes, that pertaine to the peacc of his conſcience. This 

hollow heartedneſſe,and hypocrifie,in ſuch matters will bring 

himno peace. Thercfore Jet not aman hearken to the diuell, 

and his owneflcſh, for his hurt; butreſtore that which he hath 

defrauded any man of, by ill meanes, Itnot, let him know for 

a ſurety, whoſoever he be, that there isnothriuing by ſach 
dealing. Sinne is a poylon infecting both the ſoule, 90h 
and «ſtate : and ynleffc it be purged out intime, will bring all 
fOruine, 

But yct ſome obiections ſceme to ariſe; firſt, the thing is of 
{ome price, andthe perſon wronged is wicked, and would be 
willing to take theaduantage, andiollowthe occaſion to put 
metodeath. Thetctore here dangerlecmes to reftraine him, 
ard hee thinkes 1t better to live in lafety, then ro make refit- 
tutio withpetil of his life, But though thecaſc ſhalfal out thus, 
yetthe Jaw ofretticntio admits no ſuch exception;One mu{t re- 
{tore, yet wiſdome mult be viedinthis cafe, that both the party 
offended may be ſatified, andthe party oftending may bee tn 
of ſatesy, 
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Therefore ſome other third perfon of wiſe dome and gravirie; 
ama" of good accopnt forreligion and nem out be cho. 
ſcn,to whome this ſecret may be without peri! reucale ed a d by 
vb eſe meancs tlic rong done ,may befully an{vcre d. And he 
muſt reftore it in the behalfe of the other, concealing his namic 
and particular favlt;as, thus he may ſpeake: Thcret5sama:,that 
3n trac of h1s 10norance hath wronged 8: endammnage. 1 YOU, 
and now that God hath touched his hart with truc _ "rat ICC, 
he 1s willing tofatisfic youto the ſull, and therefore hatli oy mc 
lentyou lo much ,as will fully recompence) vour lofſe : yethce 
KGEeiCsS tOCONE eals tis name, becauſe of peri: that might caſue, 
By ſome luch wilc & godly courſe a mends may be fully mac, 
cothe partie that ſuſtaineth the wrong}, and hce that did he

The inward breach of this Commandement, 
confiſteth, inthe vnorounded tulpition, which groweth com- 
monly to the yniufl mdging and condemaing of Cur neighs 
bourcs, contrary to the exprefic Cane dren of oor Saul 
our, AMat 7, I. Iudge not , andyonhhallnot beinrvged . For with 
W hat indgmeut 1eindee ,”e, hall be iwdged : and with what meaſare 
ye wm it ſhall be meaſured tloyouapame, As it he {ſhould hauec 
fayd: If you would haue your own Infirmitics picticd, and your 
words and deeds conlitrucd in the beſt lenie, thaw Gewihe like 
kininefle vnto others: Takenotiing mn the worftpart, Let 
notthe diilike of your neighbours ariſe from any want of true 
loucinyou, bur onely from cuidenetokens of wickedneſſe in 
them. Forthis is moſt riphtcous, at)d ordinarily commeth to 
zaſſe, that none are more hardly cenlured, then they thatare 
the Lictcreſt and cagerelt cenſurers. Aud nonc inde lefle mercy 
from God and mcn, then they,who haue been the moſt yn- 
mercifull tudgers of their brethren. Allo,Rom, 14, 4. Who art 
rhouthat indee}t avether mans ſcrmant ? Thi rely -thewme , that 
when men iudge raſhly, they doo not only vlurpe volautull 
Ay! thority oucr man, Kin allo they thruſt themiclues into the 
place ol {God, How Larefullaud hur:full this inward ſufpition 
& cauſelcfle mildecmings 15,may better appeare bythe caules 
from whence itſpringeth. The tirf?'s want of godly and chri- 
fianlonc. As 1 (or 2:2, Forwh oro weloucwehope well. 


Cafesof Falh And thole that carry an ill affeQion, will be ſure tormake 31 1!l 
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conſtruFion, As may bee lecne 11 the Phariſes quarelling a« 
gainſt, and ſtumbling at euery word and woerke of Chriſt. 
AMat,g,z, when our Sauiour pronounced that his fins who 


was ficke of the pallie were forgiuen, they counted him ablal- 


phcmet. 


And 
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And in the 11, Perſe, they condemre him for keeping 
company with publicanes and finners. And /erfe 3 4. when 
he had caft out a dive]l, they charged him to be a coniurer, 
cuen confederated with the chiefe of the divels, Whereas if 
if theſe and ſuch like workes had beene done by their owne 
children or friends, chey would hauc made thoſe thinges, 
matters of great commendation in them whome they loue, 
which they condemne as haynous crimes in him whome they 
hate. 

The next cauſe,is want of wiſedome & good diſcretion. As 
Acts. 28.4. The rude barbarians, ſeeing the viper to hang on 
Paxles hand, iudged hin preſently thereupon to be a murthe- 
rer, Which fau!t alſo others of good note hauefallen into, AS 1,5 
Eliſceing Hannah long in prayer, & hearing no voice vttereds 
charged her with druonkennefle, And Iobs friends, beiiolding 
his extraordinary afflict.ons, conclude thaths was an cxtraor- 
dinary ſinner, - 

The third caufc hereof, is an ill conſctence and guilrineſſe 
in the iudgers themlſelucs. As Sante was alwayes ſuſpicious 
of Damid,as though hee had ſought his life , becauſe hee 
had deſerucd euil at his hands, And, hauing dealt cruelly 
and craftily with him , ſuſpected rhe like meaſure from 
him. 

So that thoſe that have polluted their owne {unles and bo- 
dies with moſt filthy facts, and are'molt yncieane and w icked 

erfons themſclues, wil ſooneſt mildceeme the chaſtity of © 
thers, Andnone arc more ſuipicious of other mens truth and 
fidelity , then they, who haue becne the oreateſt deccmuers and , 
defrauders of others, An other cauſe of this, is rypocritie. 
\When one neuer examineth his ovwnelife, ren hee tz molt 
xcady to pry into another mans conſcience: and hethat for the 
molt pM ſpares bimſelfe , wil lay che heauieft Ivad ypon an 9- 
other, Thws the Scribes and Phari/ies were diflembiing hy- 
poerites and neuer medled withthcir own heart<, to CON demn 
any finnethere : And therefore Chriſt and his Diſciples could 
haue no peace by them, burthey were concinuaily tulpectin ; 
| AI%4 
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and ready to ceſure hardly without any cauſe. For if they would 
haucbeſtowed moretime in diligent cxamination of their own 
foules,they would have found ſo much butinefle there, as other) 
mcUn might have hucd quietly enough by them. So Saint Tawes 
la'th, 7 hat trac wiſedome which is fromaboue , irwithout indging , 
without bypecriſre, He ſhewes the caule why the beſt men be 
1cuct the raſheſt tudgers, neuer lo hatly to paſſe ſentence vp- 
on other mcngbecaiile they hauing good hearts,and deliring ta 
be as. geo as they ſeeme tobee, haueſo muchto do in hghe- 
ing and {trimming with their owne corruptions,as that they haue 
10 leature tocxamin other mens dealings, which belong notto 
them, but woutd ratherreforme the thipgs which be arnifſe in 
themſclues, So, on the other fide, obſerucan bypoctrite, that 
cares for nothing, butto makea ſhewe before men; that ne- 
ucr labours to approue his heartto God , nor ſtriues againſt 
his owne ſccrer fins; you ſhall have him ſo nimble and ſo quick 
in ſting of other men, that he canſeea fault, wherenone isin 
them, becauſe he cannot ſee a fault where itisin himſelfe,They 
zhinke that the reaſon, why they can fo quickly condemne 0-« 
ther men, is, becauſe they were more holy then they, and ther- 
fore take a primledge tothemſeclues, to giue what verdit the 
thinke good on cuery mans aticns. ButS, Tamer ſheweth'the 
true caulc indeed, which makes their harts ſoready to conceiue 
amifle, andto thinke wrongfully of another:to wit, becauſe 
they hadnotas yet learned to thinke aright of themiclues, For 
more hypocrific alwaies breeds moreraſh iudging & ynchiiſti, 
an {u{Picion, 

Thus we fee what be the cauſes of this euilljiudging,names 
ly, at the lea(t fooliſhnefſeand vncharitablenciſe , orelſean 
cuill con{ciencc and deepe hypoctifie, Andfrom one of theſe 
cuill cauſes,theſe raſh ſurmiſes and euil! {uſpicions do alwaies 
ſpring. Now the effects arc cuen as bad. For if the IRart bee 
thus infected,it makes one apt and ready to ſpeake and do euil, 
If one allow himſelte to chinke euill, hee cannot with hold his 
rongue from vrttering it, nor his hands frompraGtifing ir, if ocs 
caſton ſerue, For, whatſocuer is within the thought, that will 


ſbey itſelfe openly, it will bewray it felfe in themouth, in the 
hand, 
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Sand, andinall the ations. As appeareth in Daxte/senimies. 
who hauing conceiued an ill opinion of him, that he kept them 
fromhonour, did nothing elle bur practiſe and lay diucliſh 
lots, tillthey had drawn hum wichin the compaſſe of law; an 
Lromeke him into daungerof death, All this malice aroſe from 
hence, that racy fallely ſuſpected Darrel to forflall chem of hos 
nour, andco haue kept thzm from thar high place, that they 
thought themſclues as worthy of, & euery way as fit for,as he. 
The vie of all this is, that if we would not be tour culpable 77 
of che breach of this commandement, and trangreiſion againſt 
the name and fame of our brethren,then muſt wenot giue our 
{clues allowance to conceiue any ill opinion of them, withour 
a\ufhcient warrant and due groundfor the ſame. For, thoug!: 
the thing be ſo indeed,yctit is a fione in vs ſo to conceive of it, 
ynleſſe there be ſufhicient eutdence and reaſon,to lead ysther- 
ynto. - Fgr, what though 1t bec ſo? yet in matrers of our 
neighbouſScredir , we muſt not take ſuch light copicCtures as 
a ſufficient cauſe to moue a ſuſpicion : we mult do as we would 
be done by, And therefore as we would not be condemned of 
others,vpon cuery thewe ofcuill andſh;ghtoccalion:fo ler e- 
uery man looke to himſclte,that he build not anill conceite a- 
gainſt his neighbour vpon afalle foundation. Neuer thinke il! 
of any till he hath deferued it, and giucn ſuſhicient cauſe there, 
of, But now this mult be knowne by the way, that though loue 
will notaliowſuſpicion,yert it doth not thruſt out diſcretion. T? 
judgerh not raſh'y,bur it indgeth juſtly, Itis nor fo ſharp hg}: 
ted as to ſce 3 mote wirzre none is ; norſo purbliad, burit can 
diſcerne abcame where it 1s. Thercfure,raſhneſie mult be con - 
demned & auoided ; burtherets an holy wiledome to be vie: 
as notto miſdeeme without ſuſhcient warrant ſo:when theres 
cuident profe,, and plaine appearance ofalinnc, to take notice 
ofir, Which muſt be obſerucd againtt many men, that by ch1is 
doctrine(and indeede wreſting it, as cuill men do all {criprurc; 
take occaſion ro thruſt admonition out ofthe doores,& thinke 
2} men ſhould be blind , becauſe God will haue all m=n char: 
table.Forſo, when they haue broken forth openly into gro!'c

godly,coucious and deceirfull, and without the teare of God. 
Come now and charge them that certainly they be wicked 
perſons, and haueno rrue faith nor repenraunce, preſencly you 
{hall have this firſt defence; Oh, God knowes mine heart, you 
nuſt not 1adge, you mult not ſearch into a mans heart, Buta 
chrilt! in mutt wdge wiſely, though notraſhly. He may iudge 
by thc fruite, though not by the ſap. It ones wickednefle bce 
hidden \ then God wold not haue men cenſure, But if it breake 
forci: hes ould have men to take heed and reproue allo, As tor 
example, if one {ce amen thatdelights inill company, is neuer 
wcell,and as he: would be, but when hee is amongſt drunkards 
and ſwearcts, blaſphemers and ſuchhike : one may iuſtly and 
pon 900 | >round, without any f{inne ſuſpect ſuch a one to be 
a ib full perion,& lay:Surcly, this man walketh ina bad courſe. 
Such as his mates arc, ſuch is he. For,ſfurely good men would 
be glad of the ſociety of goodmen, and lambs will reioyce to 
be «aichlambs.Buc now he, that doth take all his pleaſure to be 
mnoIRrAy:! $44 ooly perſons X hath pronounced this ſentence 4 - 
Y abit himiclte; Like company, like compan:on. So1t one heare 
2nv yomnite our filhyandvnch alt ſpeeches, hauing his mouth 
full of lewde and vacleane words, this is an infallible note and 
ſure brand ofafilthy and impure perſon. For,out of the abundace 
s ' the heart the mouth ſpeakgs, I ooke what ware comes into the 
oppe,ſuch is furcly keptinthe warehouſe: and he that thinks 
1s C000 a perſon doth him no vw rong at al il. 
0,0thers boaltthat they hauea good tarthand a good hope: 
hey he pe to be ſaued as well as theb« : if one 11 ll] beletue 
16:40 you wil notcreditthem, they take it as a great ine 
ury don*® to them. But what reaſo can they giue of their hope? 
what ound caule canthey alledge why they ſhould becfaued, 
rather then Indas,& nct goto hellas wellas ( ame?Surelv, they 
cau yceld no reafon of their faith, they be not learn burrhey 


2vea good heart,ar:d a good hope, that Go. will ſave them. 


| Nay they neither hauea good hart,nor good hope. For.a cood 


hope isalwayes vpheld by good ;caſons; andaitrong taith,by 
tirong 
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ſtrong grounds out of Gods Word. Elleaman may tatke of 
hope of faith, and a pood hearr, and be yer farre from all, Vn- 
lefle he {hew vpon what ground he buildes his hope , it is Hur 
preſumption. When hnne and death hall aſſault him , his 
Rcengrh and hope ſhall faile him, andall comfort will forfake 
him. So forthe ſacrament, it is a common cultome of men, a 
day or twobetorcthey coine to the communion, ro wrap vp 
many reckoiiags and forvle matters among themfeſues,and to 
rake vp the coales of their malice ynder thealhes, ſo clolely , x 
that onewould hope there were no ſpark left to kindle conten- 
tion againe, But a day or two after, they be as full of craft, bras 
ling and decertfulnesas cuer before. Then one raay boldly fay, 

ou hauc p-luted the holy ſacrament; you have defiled the ra- 
ble of the Lord; you come toit without faith or repentance, 
Oh,fay they, but you mu{tnotiudge. Yes, now the caſe is {9 
cleare, thata man mayiudge . For certatnely ifone come with 
repentance to the Sacrament, he ſhall go with repentance and 
amendivent trom the ſacrament: and it one come a pood man 
thither, he ſhall go better thence, For God will alwaies keep 
his promiſe,and if one com?,3s he commandshe ihall find fuch 
helpe and grace againſt his {in, as that he ſhall nor eaſily tall ir; 
zo h1s olde courſe, norreturne to his former filthy vomir, It he 
had fed ofthe holy and pure bread of life, lefus Chriſt, with an 
hartpurged by faith and repentance, }ns {weet ſins would have 
been bu:ter and loarhfome vnto him. And thetcfore, chovgh 
no man mult ſu{pect without good ground, yer a man(uvhere 
there is iuft cauſe ) ought to prozcounce iult iudgment, Thus 
much for the fift, which is the moſtſecret and jnward breach 
of this commandement:' 

Now the outward follgwes,which is cithet without ſpeech 

or with ſpeach. Withove ſpeach,cither by gifture or Hleace. By 

eftyre, when one carries himlelte diſdatnetull ro lis brother, 


and yſcrti ſuch a Kinde of brhauiour as rends to vilifie, mocke, Mocking 


and diſgracehim. This was a ſpecial finne ofthe cnennes of 
Chriſt Jeſus, That theynocided their heads ar him , and mace 
mowes! And this was as preat an indignicy,& doth ot(c1n.e 25 


much diſgrace oac,& make him contemptible1n the cy© of 1/16 PHal,2 >, 


beholders, 
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belio!ders, 45 if one ſhould raile ypon him with odious and 
ſlaundcrous ſpeeches. Thus is then a wrong to a mans name. 
Though thou doo not flaunder and raile; yet ifthou yſe th 
hand, or tongue, or head, or any part of thy body in ſuch a ca- 
riageand geftureas doth tend to mocke thy ne1ghbour, thou 
ſ1neft againſt his name and eſtimation, The next kind is by fi. 
lence, whon one holds his peace, when heheares his neigh- 
bour flaundered, Heftands by, and can teftifie of his owne 
knowlege,rhatthe things ſpoken be falſe and inturious : and 
yet cither in flattery, or teare of diſpleaſing, lets all alone, and 
doth not iuftifie his innocent neighbour. Such aone comes 
withia the compaſle of bearing falſe witneſle,, and by filence 
makes him'eite guilty of che flaunder, Forhelutfers his neigh. 
bours innocency to be ſuppreſſed, aud lis name defamed,uwvhe 
it lay in luis power to defend him, Andcuen the law of nature, 
will overthrow ſuch a man, that he ſhal hauc nothing to ſay far 
himſclfe. Fer doth'notnature teach vs that this 1s equall, To 
do as we would be done by ? 

And which of vs 1s there, that if one ſhould bee in place, 
where hce were charged withfalſe accuſations , and that his 
acighbour preſent knew well enough, but yet would not opcn 
his mouth to clcare him, or ſhew the truth of the matter? Enc- 
ry one wou'd thinke that this lence were a betraying of his 
neighbour, and a great wrong againſt him, as indeed it were. 
Then, if we thinke other ſhould not be filent,, when our name 
:5 traduced, let vs then giue ſuch mealure, as wee would in like 
fort recciue, and be asreadytoſtand for the good name of our 
brother, as wee are defirous that hee ſhould performe the 
like duty for vs. This if wee doo , wee ſhall kecpe this 
commaundement in {oine meaſure, and God wrlflire vp 
others to requite vs in ſpeaking boldly , to clearcour inna- 
cency, when we are vniuſtly depraued. And fo this com- 
maundement is broken without ipeech, By ſpecch iris broken, 
either by giuing or recejving . By giuing ourſpeech either 
truc or falic. For one may be as gricuousatranſprefior of this 
commandement, /l ym nothing butthe truth, inſome 


-aſes, as if he had raiſcdan yniuſt and talſe report againſt him, 
| And 
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And this kinde of truth, if itbe putin one end of the b3lfance 
of Gods iudgment, will waigh as heauy as falthood jn the 6- 
ther. If one ſpeake the truth without dilcretion vnſcaſonably, 
out of time and place; if his words be true , bur his end cuill 
and wicked , hee is as cruell and malicious an enemy to the 
name and credit of his neighbour, and as vile a flaunderer in 
the bght of Gad, as ifhe ſpoke that which was fal'e. This was 


rhe fault of Doeg, that curſed enemy of Daurd, Who, when he 1.Sam.24. 


percceiued by Sales behauiour, chathis purpoſe was miſchie- 
nous, andthat' hee would make a diſpatch of Danudand all his 
friends, hefteps outnow in this vnſeaſonable time, and there 
ſhewes what he had lecne, namely, thatthe Prieſt haq giuen 
Daxzidbread anda ſword, and asked councellof God for him, 
This was ſo indeed as he faid , but this was a wolt diuelliſh and 
wicked partin him. 

From hence aroſethat cruell perſecution , and the murthe+ 


ring of {0 many innocent feruants of God, Sotheencemics of 


Daviel accuſed him, that notwithſtanding the Kings decree Daniol.F: 


tothe contrary : yet, he ftili made his prayers three times a da 
ynto the God of Heauen, And it was true indeed that he had 
broken the kings Edict: butinthe meane ſpace chey were molt 
wicked perſons, that would bring this accuſation againf? him 
with ſuch a malitious purpoſe. For herein they bewrayed alj 
their former rancour,in inuenting ſuch anvngodlylawe, be. 
eaufe they knew Dame could bee caught in nothing bur in 
niattersof God aid relivion , And there, he would rather ha- 
zard his life , then omit this daily exerciſe of the worſhip of 
God. Sothe Ziphims, vnuerſtanding that they might procure 
fauour to themielues by telling tales againſt Daanid, came to 
Saule , and adueriuted him wheie he might finde him, This 
was nolye. Butir was inivriouſly and wickedly done of them 
todilcoucr the truth toſuch anillende, and with ſolittle $117 

cretion, when ſo ill an' effect muſt enſue ypon it, as(at the 

jeaſt) perſecution, if nor the deſtruction of a harmclefle man. 

Sointheſetimes, fomementhere bee, that if they know any 

privy fault, and ſecret in any man, then without any regard of? 
time 
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tine and place, they proclaime thei r neighbours inficmities ts 
the wide world, and care not before whatcompany, amongſt 
what perſons they blaze out his weaknes. And they have this 
for their ordinary defence, when they are reproued; I ſpeake 
truly & tellnolye,and will no: be aſhamed of the truth, Yet a 
wiſe man would be a ſhamed to ſpeake the truth foolihly, w bc 
1c will do harme, and no good. And heihould confider,that he 
may of:cn (11, more in ſpeaking a known truth with an jl mind, 
then(tthrough infirmity)he ſhould ſpeake an vntruth with des 
fre & purpoie of doing £ood.. Asthe Zehims and Doeg were 
Oreater breakers of this Commandement,then Rahab that told 
an yntruth to ſauc the ſpies: becauſe her end was good, though 
ſhee failed 11 the manner ofit ; buttheir end was altogether 
naugt:.and linfu!l, 

They then arc here to be reproued that willnot ( as God 
commands them) tell their neighbour plainely of his fault, and 
nothate him in their hearts. Bur if they know a faulr by bim, 
Araight they {et him ov the ſtage,make him knowne to all men, 
never Jeaue talking ofit : which ſhewes plainely that in truth 
they hare their neighbour. For, if they woulJ(as God bids)tell 
thc party, this would heale the ſoule, and couer his finneand 
make himamend . But now to clamour in this wiſe,8& raiſe v 
2ncuill report and bruite, can dono good, but much miſchicte 
both to him and others. Oh, butTſpeake the truth. Yea,but ir 
15rthe property] of a foole to ſpeake all thathe knowes, A wiſe 
mar iilkeepe it mw till afterward. Let a wile man heareany thing, 
he will conſider the time, place, and perſons, and temper his 
ſpecch in wife dome according to theſe circumſtances.But ler a 
fool]c once get atalebythe end, then out itmuſt, hee cannot 
keepe it in,he travailes with it till he be deliuered,, whatſoeuer 

diſhonour cometo God, or dilcredir to his neighbour,or hure 
to his owne ſoulc, Therefore, wee muſt nor onely bee carctull 
hat wee ſpeake no Iyes or yntruthes, but wee muſt alſo looke, 
natwe ſpeake not the truth vaſcaſonably, and afteran ill man- 
ner, hen it may bring more milchiefe then profit. So much

Wherein, 
Sante played his part as in the former | For, being reproye 
and coruicted for ſparing the King, and cattle, couary tothe 
will of God : fir{t he pleadeth yood meaning, conteſſhing tat 
ſome of the beſt were kept aliuetor lacrifice and honourts 
God. Burt whcn Same! would not be lo fer dow ae, bus vr- 
ecd him further, that GOD is more deligh ted v1th cbedl 
e:1ce to his word, then with all ſacrifices : then hee fa'les to 
an other ſhitr, and calts allchef.ult onthe people, I reared 
the people ſaith hee ; as whoſhould ſay, it was their Jaulte 
and none of mine . Thus it any credit had been to be gotten,

Aid men thinke by ſo dooing to lefien theic laulr, but in 
truth they do much encreale 1t : For they have by ncle

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ill thing, when one hath wounded himſclfe by fin, to goe tothe 
diucl! for a medicine. He isthe worſt Phyfitian that can be, 
and his phylicke is the worſt phyſicke in tae world; forhe will 
ſurcly giue them ſuch apotion, as ſhall make them worſe and 
not better, One may thinke that theſe exculings be plaiſters, 
but 1n truth they be but peilons that vcnome the ſoule, a great 
deale more then before, 

Thirdly , a manlyes againft himſelfe by accuſing; as when 
meninakinde ofproud bumility,will deny their gitts, withan 
intent to get more credit; Alas Ihauenopiftes, no wit, no 
jearning,almpletcholler, and weake memory, and ſuch like, 
contrary to that one Knowes and thinkes , Now this diſprai- 
ſing ones lelfe falfly, is not humility, bur iniquity , For one 
fhould make himſeife neither better nor worle then Cod hath 
made him. But if he bee drawne and called to giue tcſtimo. 
ny ofhimſclte, hee ought toſpeake plainely and vprightly, as 
the matter 151n truth. Andnow when they lye of thcmſelues, 
and ſay tney haueno wit, no learning, no good partes, &c, 
if then wee ſhould conſent and contefle, indeede itis truc, 
you ſay well, itis right, you have none of al) theſethings : 
they would thipke ſuch a man did them great wrong , and 
ſcarce take him for their friend. For indced his defire is, that 
others ſhould crofle him, and fay, Nay, fay not ſo, you are 
an excellent man, worthy to be regarded, &c, And ſo he will 
dilcommend himſcifelong enough, 1t he can thereby prouoke 
another to commend him, for this is it which hedeliohts to 
heare, But a man inuſtneither wrong GOD nor himtelfe in 
diminiſhing and concealing the things that God in goodneſſe 
hath giuen him ; hee ought not to deny them, but to vſc 
them to his glory . And ſo come to men for workes of mer: 
cy; perſwade them to doc good, and diftribute, ani pre- 
{entlythey beginneto complaine how poore they bee, what a 
great charge they hauc, what lofles they have luſtained,and 
I know not what; wher, as their owne ſoulc beares them 
witncſle, tharrhey are wealthy, and have much more then 


many men, that doca great dcale more good then theme 
lelucs, 


There. 
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Therefore, though a man do not ſlander hisneighbour,yet if 
he ſJaunder himſelfe, he is to bee reprouedas alyer . Hercin 
diuers of Gods children taile much,in time of tentation, Thoſe 
that haue beene and are ſound, and true hearted Chriſtians, if 
ticy havelott their feeling a while , and cannot finde thar re- 
zoycing 1n God, and comfort in goodthings, that in former 
times they had, then comes the accuſer of the brethren, Sathan 
that old and fubtill ſerpent, andheſtriues to make chem acs 
cuſe themleclues falfly. Oh, tfayth hce, if you hal been good 
indeede, and had bornea trueheartro GOD, he would ne- 
ucr haue forſaken you thus , and giuen you ouer to ſuch a 
deayneſic : and then through weakeneſfle, GODS children 
are ready to ioyne withthe diuell againſt themſelues, and to 
thinke; it isrrue, ſure 1 was butan hypocrite, and hollow 
hearted : my former comforts were deluſions and preſump- 
tions; 1f they had been true, Iſhould not haue loft them. Bur 
in ſo iudging, you wrong yourfelte. You ought to remem=- 
ber that tentatians bee not truthes, burfalle accuſations, And 
therefore, if Sathan (ſtrive to accule,, doo you ltriue ro excuſe, 
Andithe would caft you downe, by {o much the more lift vp 
your ſelfe by reaſons out of GODS Word, and by former 
experience in your ſelſe, and other Chriſtians . Forthatisno 

ood reaſon, Becauſe you haue no feeling, therefore you haue 
no faith, and becauſe you haueloſt the ſenſe of your comfort, 
therefore it was not true comfort; this 1s notruc concluſion, 
for one may looſe his feeling, and yer retaine a lively and ct- 
fetuall faith . Cart 3,1.c5c. And'one may haue the true com- 
forter1n his foule, & yet for atime be without ſenſe of comfort. 
As isto be {cene in our ſauiour Chriſt, Lake 22, 4.4. Afat,2 7, 
46. 

Take hee( therefore ofmaking ſuch concluſions, Fora 
man ay want the feeling of his faith, and cry and call againe 
and againeforit, and fcelenothing allchis while; and yet ne= 
uerthelefſe haue true and ſound faith. For, the feeling of, 
and mourning forthe want of faith, and the carneſt and cons 
ſtant defire of it, is an infallible figne of faith. For this 1s a

credit, and then beare himſzite 1n hande, that this will ſaluc 
all, becauſe hee knew it not, As it ignorance were a ſuffici- 
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ent plaiſter to heale the wounds, he hath made in his own con. 
{cicnce, and to repayreal! the ruines that he hath wrought in 
his neighbours eftate. But why had he not knowne it was a fin 
to bee 1pnorant ? Wiſe men ſhould worke by knowledge. 
Itis not only a fault willingly and wittingly to {tand in defence 
&f an cuill cauſe, but cuen raihly and ynaduiſedly to ſlip into 
It. 

Further alſo, falſe witneſſes do publikely ottend again(t this 
Commaundement, when they come betore the Indges, and 
vivea falleand lyingteſtimony , This 1s often ſpoken againſt 
inthe Promerbs, eA fil[ewitnefeſhallnot eſcape. Theſe be moſt 
peſtilent and hurttull yipers, and theſetting and do milchiefe 
on cuery h1de, Thele peruert tac Turers, delude the Tudpge, do 
wrong tothecauſe, Pur all out of order, and turneall vplide 
downe, by thor talſhoog, Thele thereforeſhall be the firſt and 
vrcareſt it; che puniſhment, becauſe they hauec beene the firſt 
and orcatelt inthe ftinne. 

And this God abhorres, when men be ſo audacious, and ſo 
miyrious, as publikely ro finne againſt God , and to chooſe 
rather to pleaſe men by lying, then pleaſe God by telling the 
truth: when the falſe loue or teare of man ſhall do more with 
them to makethem finne, then the feare andloue of God can 
preuaile to keepe them trom finning. Ailtheſe do publ;k ly 
otrend, 

Now tne private offence, in this kind, tolloweth, and that is 
eirherin vniuſt accvſing, orvniuſt defending, That voiult ac- 
cuſing privately 1s called Vandering and backe-biting , when 
ene will ſfpeake of his neighbour that 1s fiee from that euilt, 
This backe-biting is a great breach of this Commandement, & 
the backviter oftendes 10 an high degree, And the fault is {o 
much the worle, Lecauſe it alwaies hurts thiec art once, Filt he 
wounds the ſoule of him that receiucth the fa'ſeralc; for ther. 
by his heart is poifoned with an vacharitable conceirt of his 
trother. Tne ſecond ſtroke lightes onthe reputation ot the 
party thus tlauncered, for his name hath amaimein theac- 
court of the ncarcr, The latt and worſt, and greateſt blowe 
ee gmues his owne (oulce,, Wiich heeintectes with flaunder,

cog often oforhiers i inticm:{ies,cannot keepe himſelte trom do-

So thatno greaterenemy can bee found to the 
ſoules of men,then ſuchas will ſmooth all things oucr with co- 
Lourable defences, Thenallo they do much hvrt to others;ior 
now. when ſinners are gotten in credit, and crept into ſome ac 
count, they are lefſe ſuſpected, and can with more eſe practiſe 
euilland milchicfe. For if darknefle might be called darkneſle, 
and finne goe ynderthename of (tnne, and the diuell come in 
his owne colours, the matter wonald bee ſo p:ayne thatnone 
would be decciued; and ſo odious, that all men would hate it, 
Rut now cuillis called good, and Satan comes hike an angel of 
light : then men gue him ſome entcrtainment,and he ſurpi i\cs 
thenatynwares. And when cuill men be garnifhcd with talle 
commendations, they can cloſely conuaytheir wicked rents 
more eaſily to ettetrheir diue)ith purpoles, becaulethcy are 
leſle ſuſpeRted, As in one example may appeare in vngodly and 
inſufficient miniſters: If they can getlome great mans letter to 
commed them, then they(in whom there is no wortn,and who

Rempered mind;the words indeedarenot finfull, but the ma- 
neris wicked, and he breakes this commaungement, Many 
will have a care to ytter nothing bur that which they can iuſt:- 
fie, and proue to be true, But their aftection is altogether dilor. 
dered. For in areuengetull mind, ro caſe themſelucs, whatfoc- 
ucreuiilthey know by aman , out itſhall goc, without any 
repard of caitying others, or conuerting the perſon. For 
bezing in a rage, they care not how farre they diſcreditc 
their neighbour, Now thisrudeand vngodly powring out of 
the truth,is ftnnc again(t our neighbours name,as well astolye 
and backe-bite. So that alwayestruth muſt bee bounded with 
a loving heart, and with a quiet and well tempered minde, It 
one ſpeake vnſeaſonably ro hurt his neighbour, he offendsin 
deliuerimg the truth. The ſecond rule, That one muſt look his 
end be good, that one do aime at Gods glory, and the edifica- 
tion of men.
